A bandoning the moniker 
“civil unions,” several Cali¬

Four nonprofit agencies 
weather dreary financial year

I f anything, 2002 brought a per¬ 
fect storm to the city’s non¬ 
profit agencies. Just as they 
began to see revenues decline 
and funding cut, many agencies 
experienced an upswing in de¬ 
mand for their services and sup¬ 
port. 

All indicators point to 2003 as 
being even nastier financially for 
many service providers. 

Already the AIDS Emergency 
Fund has announced next year it is 
cutting back its cash grants given 
to people living with HIV and 
AIDS, and Project Open Hand is 
bracing for another difficult year 
feeding the Bay Area’s hungry. 

But not all the news is bad. Pos¬ 
itive Resource Center pulled itself 
out of a near catastrophic budget 
crisis and expects to finalize sever¬ 
al long-term contracts next month 
to ensure its longevity. And the 
Horizons Foundation remained a 
strong safety net for many com¬ 
munity groups faced with dire 
monetary woes last year. 

AEF slashes grants 

Beginning in January, AEF will 
implement new guidelines on how 
it makes grants, cutting off for the 
first time in the agency’s 20-year 
history clients who have come to 
rely on it for help in times of cri¬ 
sis. 

Clients who have accessed grants in any 
two calendar years since January 1,1997 will 
no longer be eligible for another round of 


funding next year. 
However, those 
clients who are eligi¬ 
ble for a second 
round of funding 
will receive $500, an 
increase of $100 over 
the previous cap of 
$400 for second-year 
clients. 

AEF will continue 
to give $600 to first¬ 
time clients. But it 
will no longer cover 
non-emergency ex¬ 
penses, such as utili¬ 
ty bills, gym mem¬ 
berships, cell phone 
costs, or long dis¬ 
tance telephone bills. 

The fund esti¬ 
mates that the new 
restrictions will af¬ 
fect 600 people who 
previously could 
have applied for new 
grants in 2003. 
Those individuals 
will now have their 
applications for 
funding rejected. 

“It gets us back to 
our original mission, 
which was emer¬ 
gency money for 
people in crisis,” ex¬ 
plained Mike Smith, 
who became the 
fund’s first paid exec¬ 
utive director this 
year. “Unfortunately, there is a large number 
of people in San Francisco who are always 
underfunded and on the verge of being

homeless. We are not able to continue to put 
a Band-Aid on that problem.” 

Next year, the agency hopes to pare its 
client list down from 3,000 to 2,400 people. 
Also, the fund is sending a somewhat differ¬ 
ent message than the one its clients have 
come to expect. 

“We are going to be there for somebody 
who has HIV and is about to lose their 
house. But theoretically, the money from us 
and other sources would get that person back 
on their feet and fix their short-term finan¬ 
cial crisis,” said Smith. “We do have probably 
close to 1,000 clients who are sort of con¬ 
stantly in that emergency crisis stage and 
every year show up on their emergency date 
to get money from us. 

“We cannot be an entitlement program. 
We can’t be part of the general homelessness 
safety net in the city,” added Smith. “We are 
not big enough. We have limited resources 
and what the board has said with this deci¬ 
sion is we want to focus those resources on 
those people most in need for whom we can 
make the biggest difference.” 

But the timing of the announcement and 
how the board made its decision has brought 
criticism from some of the agency’s clients 
and supporters. AIDS advocates question the 
fund’s changing from being volunteer-run to 
hiring an executive director and wonder why 
the agency sent, out letters announcing its 
plans a week before Christmas, when many 
people are out of town or distracted by the 
'holidays. 

“If they are going to stick to this policy, I 
want to see some equitable sharing of this 
burden. Where is the balance?” asked Paul 
Graham, an AIDS advocate and fundraiser. 
“Some people are being overpaid at other 
agencies. It brings back in the mind of peo¬ 
ple in the community ‘Here we go again.”’ 
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tween domestic partnership pro¬ 
tections and civil union protec¬ 
tions? It’s just words,” said As¬ 
semblyman Mark Leno (D-San 
Francisco), one of the first open¬ 
ly gay men to serve in the State- 
house. “We are probably going to 
be staying with the vehicle of do¬ 
mestic partnerships rather than 
create a new entity like civil 
unions. Californians, along with 
state legislators here, are familiar 
and comfortable with the term 
and concept of domestic partner¬ 
ships.” 

“It will be the same rights and 
benefits that a civil unions law . 
like the one in Vermont would 
have but we will be calling it do- 
_ mestic partnerships,” added Ge¬ 
offrey Kors, executive director of 
the California Alliance for Pride and Equali¬ 
ty. “We believe the likelihood of passing a full 
domestic partner benefits bill for same-sex 
couples and have it become law is much bet¬ 
ter if we do it through a method California 
already started.” 

Complete reversal 

The strategy is a complete reversal from 
earlier bids in 2002 to create Vermont-styled 
civil unions in California. Under court order, 
Vermont’s Legislature created a system simi¬ 
lar to marriage in which gay couples could be 
granted the same rights as their heterosexual 
counterparts. Governor Howard Dean, who 
is seeking the Democratic nomination for 
president in 2004, signed the bill into law in 
2000. 

Two years, later, gay rights activists hoped 
California would follow suit and offer civil 
unions to residents. State Assemblyman Paul 
Koretz (D-West Hollywood) led the charge 
and vowed in January 2002 to replicate Ver¬ 
mont’s law in California. 

Although his civil union bill failed to move 
out of an Assembly committee and was 
tabled, Koretz vowed to push for the passage 
of civil union legislation for as long as he was 
in office. For the time being, Koretz has 
shelved his civil unions bill. Instead, he is 
planning to be a co-signer of the Goldberg bill 
once it is introduced at the end of January.

Hate vandals strike 
Women’s Building again

t happened again. 

Sometime between the 
evening of Wednesday, De¬ 
cember 18 and the morning of 
Thursday, December 19, vandals 
struck the San Francisco Women’s 
Building and at least two other 
nearby structures with a barrage 
of racist, anti-gay, and anti¬ 
woman graffiti. 

Police are investigating the in¬ 
cidents. 

The vandalism, almost identi¬ 
cal to the sentiments spray paint¬ 
ed throughout the Mission Dis¬ 
trict last March, expressed a dis¬ 
tinct anti-Arab tone; about 140 
anti-Arab hate violence incidents 
have been reported throughout 
the Bay Area since last year’s ter¬ 
rorist attacks. 

Phrases from the latest attack 
on the Women’s Building includ¬ 
ed “Why do niggers in Africa kill 
each other”; “Cunts”; “Nuke Iraq”; 
“Kill Arabs”; “Why are cunts so 
nasty”; and “Why are dykes so 
ugly.” The Women’s Building, an 
LGBT-inclusive community cen¬ 
ter located at 18th and Valencia, 
suffered major damage to its fa¬ 
mous “MaestraPeace” mural. This 
is the fifth time since the first large 
attack in March that the building 
has been the target of hate graffiti 
against women, immigrants, and 
other groups served by the center. 

“Each time our mural is van-

dalized it is not just an attack on 
the Women’s Building, it is an af¬ 
front toward the community, as 
well as to the peace movement,” 
said a statement from the build¬ 
ing’s Executive Director Teresa 
Mejia. 

Other buildings hit during the 
same time period included an 
Arab-owned cafe in the Mission, 
according to the Women’s Build¬ 
ing staff. In the last 14 months, 
anti-Arab slurs have been spray 
painted on a number of buildings 
that house social justice organiza¬ 


tions. 

The most well-known of these 
other attacks occurred March 27, 
when vandals hit Community 
United Against Violence, Com¬ 
munity Thrift, and the Women’s 
Building. In that incident, “Kill 
Arabs” and “Cunts” were painted 
on the Women’s Building, and the 
vandals also strategically crossed 
out references to AIDS activism 
and people of color. The phrases 
“Die sand niggers” and “Dead 
Arabs=Peace” were painted near 
CUAV; and “Bomb Arabs” ap¬ 
peared on the side of Community 
Thrift directly across from the 
Mission Police Station. 

“As this shows, racism and 
misogyny go hand in hand,” said 
Miranda Bergman, a Women’s 
Building muralist, at a press con¬ 
ference after the March incidents. 

There are no known suspects, 
although a profile submitted to 
police seems to rule out adoles¬ 
cent pranksters, focusing more on 
adults who are familiar with the 
organizations targeted. It is likely 
that the perpetrators of the latest 
incidents are the same perpetra¬ 
tors of the March attacks.

he pending sale of a beloved 

1 1 Castro sports bar is prompt¬ 
ing some to worry that a 
cherished watering hole could 
change forever. 

Uncle Bert’s Place, best known 
as a sports bar popular with gay 
San Francisco 49ers fans, is ex¬ 
pected to change hands by next 
year. A group of investors has re¬ 
portedly offered to buy the bar for 
more than $300,000. 

The sale of the bar also coin¬ 
cides with the departure of bar 
manager Drew Hildreth, who has 
worked at Uncle Bert’s Place for 
nearly 10 years. After four and a 
half years of running the place, 
Hildreth is leaving the bar to 
move to Oregon where he recent¬ 
ly purchased a house. 

The sale of the bar and depar¬ 
ture of a longtime employee has 
capped an emotional year for 
longtime patrons and employees 
at Uncle Bert’s. This past spring, 
Sonoma County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment detectives arrested Zachari- 
ah Rutledge in the killing of the 
bar’s longtime owner Horst Hans 
Grahlmann. The October 1998 
shooting death of Grahlmann and 
Jason Aaron Blore, a bar back at 
one of Grahlmann’s Russian River 
establishments, had gone un¬ 
solved for nearly four years. The 
case made headlines throughout 
the Bay Area and was featured in 
1999 on Americas Most Wanted. 

In May, police arrested Monte 
Rio resident Zachariah Judson 
Rutledge, a 26-year-old massage 
therapist, and charged him with 
the double murder of Grahlmann 
and Blore. Prosecutors in the case 
alleged that Rutledge - who they 
contend had been sexually in¬ 
volved with Grahlmann and was 
upset when the relationship ended 
and Grahlmann began seeing 
Blore - shot the two men in a rage 
of jealousy. Following a prelimi¬ 
nary hearing last month, a Sono¬ 
ma County judge ruled that Rut¬ 
ledge will stand trial for the mur¬ 
ders of Grahlmann and Blore. 

After Grahlmann’s death, his 
business partner Otto Meyer took 
over ownership of Uncle Bert’s 
Place. Otto, and his wife Annagret,

left most of the management re¬ 
sponsibilities to Hildreth. 

“They sold it because I quit. 
They don’t want to run it when I 
leave,” explained Hildreth about 
the bar’s being sold. “It originally 
was an investment they inherited 
when Hans died.” 

The bar was in the news again 
last month after 49ers player Gar¬ 
rison Hearst made what many felt 
was a homophobic remark about 
gay men being football players. 
Reporters turned to patrons at 
Uncle Bert’s Place for reaction and 
the team’s owners Denise DeBar- 
tolo York and her husband, John 
York, made a surprise visit in early 
December to thank the gay fans 
for their support. 

The bar, at 4086 16th Street be¬ 
tween Castro and Noe streets, has 
sponsored many gay athletic 
teams over the years and sports a 
pool table and outdoor patio. 
Prior to it being named Uncle 
Bert’s Place, the bar was called The 


Village, and it has been around for 
more than three decades. 

What is in store for the bar 
under its new ownership has some 
worried it will no longer be a 
friendly sports bar and could turn 
into more of a dance bar. 

“It’s been really disconcerting. 
There are so many rumors going 
around. Everyone is worried they 
are going to lose their hangout and 
that the bar will be turned into an¬ 
other Badlands,” said Uncle Bert’s 
bartender Chris Altman. “Not that 
there is anything wrong with Bad¬ 
lands. Everyone needs their space. 
It just makes the Castro one ho¬ 
mogenous neighborhood ” 

What the new owners do to the 
space remains to be seen. The sale 
of the bar has not been finalized, 
according to Realtor Bill Brown. 

“I am not in a position to talk 
about the sale of the bar,” Brown 
told the Bay Area Reporter in a 
message Monday, December 23.

SFAF in 2002: 
Compliments, 
cutbacks, and criticism

1 t was an interesting year for 

' the San Francisco AIDS Foun- 

I dation. One of the city’s first 
organized responses to the AIDS 
epidemic turned 20 years old in 
2002, marking not just a signifi¬ 
cant anniversary but ushering in a 
host of milestones and changes. 

The year began with SFAF 
winning an important victory as 
it moved ahead with its plans to 
host an independent bicycle ride 
fundraiser. Fresh from severing 
ties with Pallotta Teamworks, the 
producers of the California AIDS 
Ride, of which SFAF was a main 
beneficiary since 1994, the organi¬ 
zation soon found itself in court 
defending its right to create and 
produce a competing bike-a-thon 
with the goal of returning more of 
the money raised to direct ser¬ 
vices. On January 14, a Los Ange¬ 
les Superior Court ruled in SFAF’s 
favor, denying Pallotta’s request 
for an injunction against SFAF’s 
new “AIDS/LifeCycle” event. As 
such, both SFAF and Pallotta pro¬ 
ceeded as planned with their 
fundraisers, with SFAF and the 
L.A. Gay and Lesbian Center 
ditching the controversial AIDS

Ride in favor of LifeCycle, and 
Pallotta’s AIDS Ride recruiting 
different beneficiaries from 
around California. 

On May 9, SFAF celebrated 20 
years of service with a dinner and 
awards presentation in the large 
warehouse-like space of the festi¬ 
val pavilion at Fort Mason. The 
event featured speaker Dr. 
Mitchell Katz, director of the San 
Francisco Department of Public 
Health, who was honored for his 


leadership on AIDS issues, and 
who praised SFAF for its involve¬ 
ment with emergency needle ex¬ 
change policies. 

SFAF Executive Director Pat 
Christen noted the recent conflict 
with Pallotta Teamworks, but reit¬ 
erated. that the upcoming 
AIDS/LifeCycle was the most eth¬ 
ical and financially beneficial de¬ 
cision to make. 

“I am very proud to work for 
an organization that understands 
the importance of integrity in its 
decision-making,” said Christen at 
the dinner. “In the short-term, 
creating AIDS/LifeCycle was a 
painful step to take. In the long¬ 
term, it will better position us.” 

The dinner raised $350,000 for 
SFAF and was attended by 725 
people. 

AIDS/LifeCycle began as 
promised less than a week later, 
when close to 700 participating 
riders left the University of San 
Francisco on May 13 for a six-day 
trip to Los Angeles. 

But the event began on a trag¬ 
ic note when LifeCycle participant 
Tom Gilder, 57, collapsed and died 
on Highway 1 at 2:45 p.m. on the 
ride’s first day. Gilder, a former 
bartender for the Hole in the Wall

‘Gwen’ Araujo murder 
a top story in 2002

! he brutal murder of trans¬ 
gender teenager Eddie 
“Gwen” Araujo was one of 
the top stories in the Bay Area this 
year. 

Four young men are charged 
with beating Araujo, 17, and then 
strangling him/her to death at a 
house party in Newark, California 
on October 3. They have also been 
charged with a hate crime in the 
alleged murder. 

The case has gotten extensive 
publicity because of the brutality 
of the killing and the youth of the 
victim. But Araujo’s death has also 
brought attention to what trans¬ 
gender rights activist Theresa 
Sparks called the worst problem 
facing transgender people in the 
U.S. 

“Over the last decade one 
transgendered person per month 
has been killed in a reported hate 
crime,” Sparks said. “Our biggest 
problem is murder.” 

When Araujo left for the party, 
he/she was dressed in a black 
blouse and a miniskirt that he/she 
had borrowed from the girl who 
calls herself Araujo’s best friend,

Julia Valenzuela. 

On October 16, Jaron Nabors, 
now One of the defendants in the 
case, led police to a shallow grave, 
where they discovered Araujo’s 
body, still wearing the same outfit, 
at a remote campground near Sil¬ 
ver Lake in the Sierra. 

Police have suggested that one 
or several of the alleged murder¬ 
ers had had sex with Araujo at the 
party or before, but didn’t know 
that Araujo was biologically male. 


We make the Palm Springs Connection 
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Police say the four men killed 
Araujo after the girlfriend of one 
of the defendants, Nicole Brown, 
revealed Araujo’s sex. “His priori¬ 
ty was not to be found out,” said 
Valenzuela. 

Three defendants in the case, 
Jose Merel, 23, and Michael 
Magidson and Jason Cazares, both 
22, pleaded not guilty to the 
charges on Friday, December 13, 
after a long delay to allow their at¬ 
torneys to review the evidence 
' against them. Nabors, who led po¬ 
lice to the grave, had pleaded not 
guilty at an earlier court hearing. 

The preliminary hearing for 
the four defendants is scheduled 
to begin January 19. During that 
proceeding, prosecutors will try to 
connect the four to the physical 
evidence in the case: the blood¬ 
stained carpet from the family 
room of the house* the rope police 
say the killers used to hang Arau¬ 
jo from the rafters of the garage, 
and the shovel police took from 
defendant Cazares’s house. 

But for Araujo’s mother, Sylvia 
Guerrero, the main issue in the 
case isn’t so much about what 
happened that night, but what 
confluence of events led to Arau¬ 
jo’s death. 

She blames prejudice against 
transgendered people as the root 
cause, both in the Newark com¬ 
munity, and in the city’s schools. 

“Mr. Lettholder, Gwen’s 
fourth-grade teacher, was the last 
one who encouraged him to go to 
school,” Guerrero said. 

According to Valenzuela, Araujo 
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Dog-maul trial 
captivated in 2002

f t was one of the most publi¬ 
cized trials in Bay Area histo¬ 
ry. And if you think you’ve 
heard.the last of it, you haven’t. 

The infamous dog-mauling 
trial began with opening state¬ 
ments on February 19, 2002. The 
drama of the case was reflected in 
the theatrical opening statement 
of Nedra Ruiz, the attorney for 
Marjorie Knoller, who along with 
her husband, Robert Noel, was 
charged in connection with the 
January 26,2001, fatal dog-maul¬ 
ing of Diane Whipple. Ruiz at one 
point got down on her hands and 
knees while she argued that 
Knoller heroically tried to keep 
her dogs from killing Whipple. 
The prosecution maintained that 
Noel and Knoller knew their two 
Presa Canario dogs were danger¬ 
ous but did virtually nothing to 
mitigate the danger. 

Ruiz would again stun the 
courtroom a week after the trial 
opened by suggesting that Whip¬ 
ple’s partner, Sharon Smith, bore 
some responsibility for the maul¬ 
ing because she didn’t report an 
earlier incident in which Whipple 
was allegedly bitten on the hand 
by one of the couple’s dogs. 

“Do you consider that had you 
made a complaint, Diane Whipple 
might be alive today?” Ruiz asked 
a stunned Smith. Lead prosecutor 
Jim Hammer immediately object-

ed and the question was left unan¬ 
swered. 

In her closing argument on 
March 18, Ruiz continued to gen¬ 
erate controversy when she sug¬ 
gested that Hammer hid evidence 
to “curry favor” with San Francis¬ 
co’s gay community. 

The verdicts were announced 
on March 21. Noel and Knoller 
were found guilty of involuntary 
manslaughter and keeping a mis¬ 
chievous animal that killed a 
human being. Knoller, who was 
with the dogs during the hallway 
attack on Whipple, her neighbor, 
gasped as it was announced that 
she was also guilty of second-de¬ 
gree murder. 

Jurors told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that Noel and Knoller were 


so disliked and discredited by the 
panel that some speculated that 
Knoller may have sicced her two 
dogs on Whipple, a scenario that 
prosecutors had never suggested. 

San Francisco Superior Court 
Judge James Warren, who 
presided over the trial, shocked 
just about everyone on June 17 
when he threw out Knoller’s sec¬ 
ond-degree murder conviction. 

Warren told Noel and Knoller 
that although they were the “most 
despised couple in the city,” the 
evidence did not support a sec¬ 
ond-degree murder conviction of 
Knoller. 

Noel and Knoller were each 
sentenced to four years in state 
prison. With credit for time served 
for good behavior in prison, each 
will likely be freed next summer. 

Noel is serving his time in Ore¬ 
gon State Penitentiary in Salem, 
Oregon. He was transferred out of 
state because of a number of secu¬ 
rity concerns. Noel and Knoller’s 
adopted son, Paul Schneider, is a 
member or the Aryan Brother¬ 
hood prison gang. The couple 
have also represented both in¬ 
mates and corrections officers 
throughout the California prison 
system. 

Knoller is serving her sentence 
in the Central California Women’s 
Facility in Chowchilla, home to 
the state’s death row for women. 
CCWF houses just over 3,000 in¬ 
mates. As part of the general pop-

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DP rights 

T his week, we report on a sea change in 
the way our gay and lesbian state leg¬ 
islators plan to secure more marriage- 
type rights for domestic partners. Aban¬ 
doning the term “civil unions,” members of 
the LGBT caucus will announce next month 
that out lesbian Assemblywoman Jackie 
Goldberg (D-Los Angeles) will introduce 
legislation that will add numerous rights 
and benefits that heterosexual married cou¬ 
ples receive to the dozen or so rights and 
benefits same-sex couples receive by be¬ 
coming domestic partners. 

There are several reasons for the signifi¬ 
cant shift in terminology by state lawmakers. 
For one thing, polls show that more and more 
Californians support the concept of domestic 
partnerships. The favorable opinion that state 
residents have on gay marriage or civil 
unions, in contrast, is much lower. Secondly, 
our centrist governor, Gray Davis, does not 
support gay marriage; that, of course, means 
that he would likely veto legislation contain¬ 
ing that term. Davis does, however, support 
domestic partnerships. He signed former As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden’s law creating 
the statewide domestic partner registry in 
1999 and in 2001 he signed her follow-up bill 
that added more rights to those couples who 
register with the state. In a pragmatic deci¬ 
sion, Goldberg, openly gay Assemblyman 
Mark Leno (D-San Francisco), gay-friendly 
Assemblyman Paul Koretz (D-West Holly¬ 
wood), and others believe that Davis will be 
more amenable to signing laws that expand 
rights under the existing registry, rather than 
create something new. Koretz has tried and 
failed to move a civil union bill out of the As¬ 
sembly in previous sessions. The Assembly 
has been controlled by Democrats for years, 
yet he could not muster the votes needed to 
pass the law. It’s important to remember that 
while the Bay Area is one of the most liberal 
areas of the state, Democrats from other 
areas, particularly the Central Valley, are more 
conservative regarding gay rights issues. Get¬ 
ting LGBT bills out of the Assembly and state 


or bust 

Senate is not something that can be taken for 
granted. 

As for Republican lawmakers, 
more of them may be on board for 
domestic partner rights legisla¬ 
tion than they would for a pro- , 
posal for civil unions. During the 
bitter 2000 campaign on Proposi¬ 
tion 22, the Knight initiative, sever¬ 
al GOP legislators insisted that they had 
no problem with same-sex couples 
being domestic partners. “Just 
don’t call it marriage,” was a 
familiar refrain. With the in¬ 
troduction of Goldberg’s legis¬ 
lation next month, we’ll see if they put their 
money where their mouth is. 

Overall, the reversal in strategy is one we 


support. We are realistic enough to see the 
reasons behind the change, and we would 
rather see more rights and benefits accord¬ 
ed to domestic partners than a contin¬ 
ued fight over what to call it. We now 
have five openly gay or lesbian De¬ 
mocratic legislators in Sacramento 
(besides Goldberg and Leno, they are 
San Diego Assemblywoman Christine 
Kehoe, Santa Cruz Assemblyman John 
k Laird, and Santa Monica state Sena¬ 
tor Sheila Kuehl), the most 
ever in the state’s history. Laird 
and Lefto are the first out gay 
men ever to be elected to the 
Assembly. Now is the time to move forward 
in expanding protections for same-sex cou¬ 
ples. It doesn’t matter what you call it. ▼ 




Newark: Defined by the mall

R ecently there was a human-interest 
piece in the San Jose Mercury News 
about the young men who allegedly 
murdered Eddie “Gwen” Araujo in Newark, 
California. The article stated, “Their friends 
say Jose Merel, Michael Magidson, and Jaron 
Nabors are decent guys who care about peo¬ 
ple, young fathers working to support their 
babies. Magidson once raised an abandoned 
pit bull puppy. They played sports. Support¬ 
ers argued the three had a right to be mad 
for being tricked, some say they can’t believe 
the three killed Araujo. Merel had been 
sending $200 every two weeks to support his 
baby who had seizures. Friends described 
Nabors as a loving father to his 9-month-old 
son and supportive of his girlfriend Deedee. 
‘They’re men, how would you feel, Lida 
messed with their minds,’ said Stephanie 
Estacio, a neighbor and friend. Merel said he 
was angry learning Araujo had a male body. 
‘Merel was such a loving person. He was shy, 
all three of those guys are shy.’” 

Here’s a news flash for the heterosexual. 
People are not virtuous simply by having 
babies, playing sports, or nurturing pit 
bulls. Let me say a little bit about real fami¬ 
ly versus the word family that society uses 
to batter we non-family members. Harry 
Hay, the founder of the modern gay move¬ 
ment, died recently at 90. A dozen gay men 
took turns taking care of him. Homosexuals 
have family too. 

Marek Oltarzewski and I went to 
Newark, California to better understand the 
subtext of its culture. From San Francisco it 
costs $3.95 to get to nearby Union City, the 
home of the first Krispy Kreme Donuts. An¬ 
other $1.25 and 20 minutes takes you to 
Newark. The Dumbarton Bridge borders the 
famous “mountain of salt.” We didn’t see it. 

About 43,100 people live in Newark. 
Many people described Newark as “nice” 
and “okay.” You can’t step in anything bad in 
Newark, like the human defecation, urine, 


and broken hypodermic needles one sees in 
the Haight-Ashbury District of San Francis¬ 
co. Armed with notepad and mini cassette 
we interviewed 30 residents in a place I’ll call 
mall-culture. In Newark you can look for 
miles and see nothing but malls. A sign states 
“shirt and shoes required.” The yellow cau¬ 
tion tape on the door at Sears seemed fore¬ 
boding. It costs a dollar to sit in the vibrating 
chair at the mall. White women I talked to 
feared Chicano and Asian gangs. It’s 5 
p.m. in Newark and I decide I want to 
be out of here by dark. When I asked 
the locals what they did for kicks 
they answered “Go to the mall, go 
to the movies.” 

Sugar: What is Newark like? 

A: As a black man I feel I can 
go anywhere in Newark. 

Sugar: As a gay man, 
can I go anywhere? 

A: As a heterosexual 
man I don’t need to push my preference in 
anybody’s face. 

Sugar: You just did. 

Two women in the crowd overheard me 
and seemed stunned. 

I asked Patty if there was anything inter¬ 
esting about Newark. “Let me put on my 
thinking face,” she said. “Have you seen the 
mountain of salt?” Have there been any big 
changes in Newark? “It became citified with 
the arrival of the Hilton Hotel and malls.” 

Suspicious eyes turn in my direction. 

The following quotes are from a close 
friend of the alleged family men. She asked 
that her name not be used because “people 
in town would find out.” 

“Those boys were just at the wrong place 
at the wrong time. I know Jaron didn’t do it, 
he’s a good kid, always respectful of my par¬ 
ents. The Argus made them look like mon¬ 
sters. No one deserves to die but they’re kids 
too. They don’t understand. Society judges 
people by what they wear and how they act. 
That’s high school. Araujo died because 
those boys freaked out in the moment. You 
can’t give sexual favors dressed as a girl and 


think it’s okay.” 

According to mall society someone who 
doesn’t conform and mingles with those 
who do is in the wrong place at the wrong 
time. 

Sugar: Do you think they beat their girl¬ 
friends? I’m guessing they wear dresses? 

A: Men beat women, it’s common. 

Sugar: Do you know any gay or lesbian 
kids? 

A: Sure, there’s a gay and lesbian club in 
my high school called GLASS (Gay, Lesbian, 
Straight Alliance) Ms. Hunkee is in charge 
of it. 

A young man working with 
“no name” said he saw friends 
cry over the death of “Lida” 
Araujo. 

Another friend of the 
family men, one of 16 se¬ 
curity guards employed 
at the mall, imperiously 
summoned the mall marketing manager 
and said we would have to be escorted dur¬ 
ing our interviews. 

I asked security if he’d heard of the First 
Amendment. He replied that he was in the 
military for two years. 

I asked the bus driver what newspapers 
he read. “I don’t,” he replied. Empty busses 
go up and down and around the litfle town. 

There may be a difference between igno¬ 
rance and stupidity but I couldn’t find it in 
Newark. 

Lenny Bruce said, “There’s nothing to do 
in a small town. You go to the park, see the 
cannon and you’ve had it.” That’s why I love 
San Francisco. You can always find someone 
new with interesting conversation. In a 
small town when you talk to one person 
you’ve pretty much talked to them all. T

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Stop AIDS Project’s ad campaign 

As a clinical case manager, HIV/AIDS advocate, ac¬ 
tivist, psychotherapist, and person living with HIV, I 
can tell you, without a doubt the most damaging gay 
men’s health ad campaign of all time: the “HIV Is No 
Picnic,” put out by the Stop AIDS Project organiza¬ 
tion here in San Francisco. This current campaign is 
seen on bus shelters and in many print ads. The cam¬ 
paign exploits persons living with HIV/AIDS by de¬ 
picting them in their most vulnerable state: on the toi¬ 
let with diarrhea, close-ups on faces wasted away, ex¬ 
tended stomachs due to complications from meds, 
etc. Once again, this organization is using state and 
local funds at the cost of the dying and the demoral¬ 
ization and humiliation of persons living with 
HIV/AIDS. 

Further, this campaign splits the gay community 
by driving a wedge between those who have HIV and 
those who do not. This is a community already split 
politically, socially, and economically to name a few, 
making weak a force that should be strong in the time 
„of AIDS - not divisive. 

As someone on the front lines of this disease, 
working every day with dying people, I can tell you 
that this ad campaign does nothing to solve the prob¬ 
lem, work toward a cure, or help persons living with 
HIV/AIDS. As for persons living without HIV/AIDS, 
they are turned off to helping the commu¬ 
nity survive this disease, projecting hate 
and anger upon those suffering from it. 

In my 17 years of living in San Fran¬ 
cisco, I have witnessed this organization 
spend millions of dollars on helpless cam¬ 
paigns and fruitless goals. 

Let’s redirect this money to worthy 
causes — to the thousands of persons liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS that need the 
money for housing, food, meds or just plain living. 

I’m asking Senators Barbara Boxer and Dianne Fe- 
instein to intervene, to stop the funding to this pro¬ 
gram, but I am only one person, not an organization. 

I could use the help of the community.

A few months 
ago I decided to try the Berkeley Steamworks, so I 
jumped in the car and was there in 25 minutes.

I chose the $25 standard 
room in lieu of the $12 locker. The room times are 
posted on monitors so you can see how long you have 
to wait or how much time remains on your rental. 
Let’s see, that’s $2 per hour for a locker and $4 per 
hour for a room. A movie is $9, popcorn and soda, $5; 
a room at the Marriott is $275 for 8-10 hours. That 
equals $27 per hour and you don’t even get a good 
blow job! 

The wet area had a huge hot tub, robust and spa¬ 
cious. For the exhibitionist, a set of showers was 
strategically located in view of the hot tub. Off to the 
side of the steam room are other showers if. privacy is 
desired. The steam room was clean and well main¬ 
tained for man-sex and taking in the vapors. For those 
with limited resources for hygiene at home there are 
free private facilities available. My room was fine. It 
was a bit small, but appropriately stocked with con¬ 
doms and lubricant. I discovered on my walk-abouts 
the well-equipped gym equal to many stand-alone fa¬ 
cilities and even got inspired and worked out. On one 
occasion I took advantage of the free STD testing 
(Note to Disappointed: free to me because some of 
that paltry $12 you complain about is used to pay for 
STD testing for the entire community).

I prefer hip-hop or Em¬ 
inem. Blow me, get over it. It’s over, nobody listens to 
disco. 

The staff was hard-working and attentive. There 
were many African Americans enjoying the facilities, 
unlike the whitewashed Castro whose only bar yet to 
be remodeled happens to be the one popular with 
black and Latino men. The city of Berkeley and 
Steamworks prove that racism can be overcome. 

So Disappointed with Steamworks, keep your $12, 
buy a bottle of poppers, play eclectic music, and 
dream of bathhouse days long gone.

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A lesson and a 
warning from New York

T he passage of a statewide gay 
civil rights law in New York 
offers both a lesson and a 
warning to the gay movement 
across the nation. 

The lesson is that it is critically 
important for the movement to 
learn to work with Republicans. 
That’s necessary to expand civil 
rights beyond liberal enclaves, 
where anti-discrimination protec¬ 
tion is least needed, to middle 
America, where it is most needed. 

The warning is that- a small 
group of fringe activists, some gay 
and some transgendered, appear 
ready to sacrifice any further 
progress to their unyielding 
insistence on linking gay 
rights with transgender 
rights. 

For 31 years gay advo¬ 
cates in New York have pro¬ 
posed legislation for¬ 
bidding anti-gay dis¬ 
crimination in em¬ 
ployment and hous¬ 
ing. The Empire State Pride Agen¬ 
da, New York’s statewide gay civil 
rights group, finally secured pas¬ 
sage of the Sexual Orientation 
Non-Discrimination Act in the 
Democrat-controlled state As¬ 
sembly for the first time in 1993 
and then every year since. But Re¬ 
publican leaders prevented the bill 
from even getting a vote in the Re¬ 
publican-controlled state Senate. 

This year, ESPA seized an op¬ 
portunity to break the logjam. In 
exchange for ESPA’s endorsement 
of his re-election bid, Republican 
Governor George Pataki pledged to 
finally secure a Senate vote. ESPA 
endorsed Pataki, Pataki was re¬ 
elected, and the Republicans deliv¬ 
ered the promised Senate vote on 
December 17. SONDA passed 34- 
26, with 13 Republicans providing 
the margin of victory, and Pataki 
immediately signed it into law. 

Smart politics, you’d think: 
ESPA gets a long-awaited triumph 
for gays in exchange for endorsing 
a gay-friendly governor who was 
coasting to victory even without 
the group’s backing. All gain, no 
pain. 

But a few purists on the gay left 
were furious that ESPA would 
back any Republican, even a pro¬ 
gay one. Openly gay state Senator 
Tom Duane, a Democrat who rep¬ 
resents Manhattan’s tony West 


Side and has a large gay con¬ 
stituency, ridiculed ESPA’s “gross¬ 
ly expensive ‘inside strategy’ to 
quietly woo Senate Republicans” 
and dismissed it as a “foolish 
blunder.” 

It’s Duane who looks foolish 
now. 

The head of the Queer Eco¬ 
nomic Justice Network told a gay 
newspaper that endorsing Pataki 
offends “our natural allies,” name¬ 
ly “progressive groups, civil rights 
groups, labor groups.” 

In other words, legislative suc¬ 
cess in New York required slough¬ 
ing off that old grand coalition of 
political losers the gay left has 
been touting for 50 years. It 
meant finally developing a 
working relationship with 
Republicans who, it’s 
worth remembering, 
comprise a major politi¬ 
cal party. 

It also meant dealing with 
the world as it is 
rather than as un¬ 
compromising ideal¬ 
ists would like it to 
be. On the eve of the vote, Duane 
proposed adding to SONDA pro¬ 
tection from discrimination based 
on “gender identity and expression” 
- legalese for transgendered people. 

Supporting protection for gen¬ 
der identity has become de rigueur 
in some circles, but SONDA had 
never before included it. As one 
gay columnist for the New York 
Daily News put it: “While legisla¬ 
tors have been educated in gay is¬ 
sues over these past 30 years, there 
has been no similar enlighten¬ 
ment ... on transgender issues.” 
That’s true almost everywhere. 

ESPA opposed Duane’s major 
11th hour revision, warning that 
including transgender protection 
in SONDA would doom the bill. 
Even if the amended bill had 
passed, it would then have had to 
go back to the state Assembly next 
year, where it would have faced 
uncertain prospects and a poten¬ 
tial anti-gay marriage amend¬ 
ment, and then would have had to 
be reintroduced and voted upon 
in the Senate a second time, some¬ 
thing Republican leaders never 
promised. 

The upshot is that, if transgen¬ 
der protections had been added, 
neither gays nor transgenders 
would’ve been protected. The gay 
movement in New York would’ve 
suffered a major setback from 


which it-might not have recovered 
for years. 

Duane, in what he later con¬ 
fessed was a “bargaining tactic,” 
refused to say whether he’d vote 
for SONDA unless he got his way. 
This meant wasting precious time 
and resources on shoring up sup¬ 
port among liberal senators whose 
votes should have been taken for 
granted even as religious and con¬ 
servative groups organized to 
pressure Republicans to oppose 
the bill. 

Duane’s own gay constituents 
already enjoy protection from dis¬ 
crimination under New York City 
law, so he risked only the rights of 
hundreds of thousands of others 
around the state to whom he is 
not politically accountable and for 
whom there was no such legal 
protection. 

Two transgender-advocacy 
groups, the New York Transgender 
Coalition and the Metropolitan 
Gender Network, wrote to every 
state senator urging them to defeat 
SONDA as written. 

Housing Works, a major AIDS 
service provider, ran radio ads 
criticizing SONDA and sent pro¬ 
testers to the state Capitol shortly 
before the vote. The co-president 
of Housing Works said it would be 
“an absolute and utter tragedy if 
[SONDA] passes” without trans¬ 
gender protection. 

In the end, Duane’s transgen¬ 
der amendment got only 19 out of 
60 votes, confirming ESPA’s polit¬ 
ical judgment on the issue. 

How any self-respecting gay 
person could support Duane or 
“progressive” groups who op¬ 
posed SONDA after their traitor¬ 
ous, selfish, and reckless antics is 
beyond me. 

The real question, though, is 
whether other gay civil rights 
groups around the country will 
have the political acumen and 
backbone ESPA demonstrated. In¬ 
timidated, they may simply sur¬ 
render on the issue of transgender 
inclusion, dooming or significant¬ 
ly delaying many gay civil rights 
efforts in the future. 

The bill is coming due for our 
extravagant embrace of the “T” in 
“GLBT.” If we’re not careful it will 
politically bankrupt us. ▼

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White House boots Lott

H , ow that the Bush White 
House has successfully ma¬ 
neuvered the ouster of 
Trent Lott as Senate majority 
leader, Karl Rove & Company 
have to worry about the political 
fallout as they look to George 
Bush’s re-election campaign of 
2004. 

The Bush White House is defi¬ 
nitely not happy about the prob¬ 
lems Lott and his admiration for 
the segregationist Dixiecrats of the 
Deep South’s past has brought 
upon the Republican Party and the 
political minds are frantically 
planning damage control that 
they hope will help them 
hold onto the Congress 
and the White House in 
the next election. Strate¬ 
gists from both the GOP 
and the Democratic 
parties say that Lott’s 
repeated statements 
about Senator 
Strom Thur¬ 
mond’s (R- 
South Caroli¬ 
na) run for president in 1948 on a 
segregationist platform has already 
set back Bush’s efforts to bring 
more minority voters into his 
party without alienating its over¬ 
whelming white and largely con¬ 
servative base. Did Mr. Bush,' de¬ 
spite his rather sharp condemna¬ 
tion of Lott’s remarks, wait too 
long before he gave the final word 
to get the Mississippi senator out 
of the senate leadership post? 
Clearly, the fallout from the Lott 
controversy could have profound 
effects not only On Bush’s re-elec¬ 
tion prospects two years hence, but 
also on the Republican Party’s ef¬ 
forts to build a broader coalition 
for years to come. 

The New York Times reported 
last week that the White House’s 
own pollster, Matthew Dowd, 
said that if the 2004 GOP ticket 
were to take the same percentages 
of the Hispanic, black, and white 
vote as it did in 2000, it would lose 
the popular vote by 3 million and 
lose in the Electoral college as 
well. In 2000, Bush received 
544,000 fewer votes than Democ¬ 
rat Al Gore but managed to win 
the Electoral College with the help 
of a disputed Florida election and 
the assistance of a Supreme Court 
ruling. 

Bush strategists were just be¬ 
ginning to hope that black voters 
would forget that right in the 
middle of a tough 2000 presiden¬ 
tial campaign, Bush himself ap¬ 
peared in South Carolina at Bob 
Jones University, which had a his¬ 
tory of banning interracial dating, 
and the Bush record, since he took 
office two years ago, has done lit¬ 
tle to help him with liberal civil 
rights groups. Most of these 
groups, including People for the 
American Way, say the president 
has done little or nothing to shore 
up the symbolism he relied on at 
the 2000 national GOP nominat¬ 
ing convention where African 
American leaders like Colin Pow¬ 
ell and numerous gospel choirs 
and blacks were featured - con¬ 
trasting, however, with the audi¬ 
ence of delegates, only 4 percent of 
whom identified themselves as 
black. 

Other groups that track racial 
issues say Bush’s record on judicial 
appointments, his selection of 
John Ashcroft as attorney gener¬ 
al, and his economic focus on tax 
cuts for the wealthy have done 
nothing to help him win black 
support. 

Lott, who probably is still 


wishing he had somehow passed 
up Ole Strom’s 100th birthday cel¬ 
ebration, barely saw the hatchet 
coming, or if he did, he chose to 
ignore it. However, before Lott fi¬ 
nally took the hint (and they were 
coming aplenty) the damage to 
Bush and the Republican Party 
might very well have been done. 
Bush might not ever get the im¬ 
portant black vote he so badly 
wants. Surely, as long as Lott stays 
seated in the Senate, the Democ¬ 
rats will find a way to make him a 
lingering poster boy for the Re¬ 
publican Party and its segrega¬ 
tionist views. At least Lott didn’t 
wait until January when he would 
have been formally kicked out of 
the leadership post; as De¬ 
mocratic strategist 
James Carville noted, 
“It was a clean extrac¬ 
tion.” They did him 
in - as quickly and 
cleanly as they could. 
The problem for Bush 
and his party, is, how¬ 
ever, that it 
was probably a 
bit late. Can 
Bush be de¬ 
feated in 2004? I wouldn’t bet 
against it. 

Politics and people 

Freshmen Assemblymen Mark 
Leno (D-San Francisco) and 
John Laird (D-Boulder Creek) 
both received coveted committee 
assignments last week from As¬ 
sembly Speaker Herb Wesson 
(D-Los Angeles). Leno will chair 
the important Assembly Public 
Safety Committee and Laird was 
selected to chair the Assembly En¬ 
vironmental Safety and Toxic Ma¬ 
terial Committee. Leno and Laird 
were among only four rookie As¬ 
sembly members to run any of the 
26 standing committees and be¬ 
coming a committee chair typical¬ 
ly means a member gets more staff 
and can exercise more clout over 
legislation under the panel’s juris¬ 
diction. 

Also in Sacramento, Governor 
Gray Davis named former state 
Senator Steve Peace to become 
his next finance director; isn’t this 
the same bonehead who, as chair 
of the Senate Energy Committee, 
helped write the 1966 legislation 
that led to the state’s deregulation 
of its utilities market, a law that 
was blamed for much of the ener¬ 
gy crisis California suffered in 
2000 and 2001? 

In a letter last week praising 
students at Crete-Monee High 
School in Illinois, district Super¬ 
intendent Roberta Berry praised 
students’ determination in crown¬ 
ing two girls - longtime lesbian 
high school sweethearts - as the 
“cutest couple” in the senior class. 
“We have a student body that not 
only accepts each others’ differ¬ 
ences but also celebrates them,” 
Berry said. School officials balked 
at first when the girls were voted 
on to the school’s “best” list, and 
about 60 students protested last 
month, fearing administrators 
would withhold the girls’ picture 
from the school yearbook.

ew York made history, but 
If * there isn’t much I feel like 
I H celebrating. 

It’s not that I’m not happy 
that gays and lesbians have fi¬ 
nally been included in human 
rights protections throughout 
New York state. Far from it, in 
fact’. Those rights should have 
been granted decades ago, 
and it is a shame that it took 
such a long, tiresome battle 
to secure rights that should 
be a “no-brainer.” 

No, what concerns me 
is that another obvious 
component was miss¬ 
ing from New York’s 
Sexual Orientation 
Non-Discrimination 
Act: transgendered peo¬ 
ple get no protection in 
this new law. 

It isn’t for lack of 
trying, mind you. 

Many attempts were 
made to include trans¬ 
gendered people within an 
amended SONDA, but these 
largely fell on deaf ears. In¬ 
deed, this became a battle 
of political expediency 
versus doing the right 
thing. It was the former 
that won in the end. 

The bill is said to 
have passed in part due 
to a backroom deal brokered be¬ 
tween the Empire State Pride 
Agenda and state Republicans. 
ESPA endorsed Republican Gov¬ 
ernor George Pataki’s bid for a 
third term. In exchange, Sen¬ 
ator Joseph Bruno ^ a 
Republican - agreed to 
bring SONDA to a vote in 
a special session. 

Never mind, 
course, that it has 
been New York 
Republicans 
who have been 
largely responsi¬ 
ble for stonewalling against 
SONDA since, well, almost since 
Stonewall. 

Bruno made his agreement 
with ESPA in a private meeting, 
one from which Senator Tom 
Duane - who sponsored a trans- 
gender-inclusive SONDA looka- 
like - was barred. Duane has been 
struggling on behalf of GLBT 
rights for about as long as 
SONDA has been languishing in 
New York. 

Duane opted to try to make a 
difference and include transgen¬ 
dered people, rather than opting 
for political expediency and a deal 
with the Republican devil. This, 
naturally, made him unpopular 
with many, but - to me - shows 
him to be a man willing to risk his 




own desires in an attempt to make 
sure that everyone gets fair treat¬ 
ment. I applaud that. 

Of course, the usual appease¬ 
ments were attempted with 
the transgendered commu¬ 
nity. The old song and 
dance of “We’ll get ours, 
then we’ll come back and 
help you get yours” was 
trotted out, with as much 
sincerity, I am 
sure, as was 
shown the 
Weckquaesgeek 
Indian tribe 

when the Dutch took control of 
Manhattan. 

That particular dodge is also as 
old as SONDA, and even old is¬ 
sues of Drag magazine from the 
1970s discuss the tactic. As a com¬ 
munity, transgendered people 
have heard such promises for 
years, and know just how much 
worth they actually hold. 

It’s the same argument that the 
Human Rights Campaign has put 
forth in its own attempts to get the 
Employment Non-Discrimina¬ 
tion Act passed through the U.S. 
Congress. ENDA, I should note, is 
much newer than SONDA, but 
should be reaching its 10-year-an¬ 
niversary soon. 

Let me back up for a moment, 
and talk a bit about the ESPA.

While it has worked on a number 
of issues of importance to gay and 
lesbian New Yorkers, its rasion 
d’etre has been the passage of 
SONDA. 

I am sure you noted that I said 
issues important to gay and les¬ 
bian New Yorkers. I am merely 
taking from its own mission state¬ 
ment, which clearly states that 
ESPA exists to “provide lead¬ 
ership to secure equality for 
gay men, lesbians and their 
families and communities.” In 
fact, ESPA’s mission statement 
only mentions the word “trans¬ 
gendered” once, and it is not in 
a legislative sense. All the 
group needs to do for the 
transgendered is “promote 
understanding and re¬ 
spect.” 

It is pretty nebu¬ 
lous, isn’t it? 

To be fair, ESPA 
has worked on be¬ 
half of the transgen¬ 
dered as well, and. 
even has a page 
on its site de¬ 
voted solely to 
what it has 
done for trans¬ 
gendered peo¬ 
ple since 1998. 
It is not a bad list, 
though it is very 
limited, and comes up 
short in comparison to 
even the “recent accom¬ 
plishments” list. 

I wonder why the group chose 
to list those transgendered accom¬ 
plishments separate from others. 
Is it to try to highlight what it does 
for transgendered people to de¬ 
flect flak over the SONDA issue, 
or is it because ESPA does not 
want to muddy up its main ac¬ 
complishments with those nasty 
old transgendered things they’ve 
done? Either way, it hardly sounds 
stellar. 

Now that its main goal is ac¬ 
complished ESPA really does need 
to look to its own future. I would 
like to hold out hope that it may 
take a cue from many other local¬ 
ities that have opted to pass inclu¬ 
sive rights ordinances, and would 
actually work hard to fulfill the 
promise of equal rights for all. My 
own cynicism tells me that actual¬ 
ly fighting for a gender expression 
non-discrimination act - a 
GENDA - is hardly going to top 
its list. 

This is why I am hardly ready 
to celebrate. Given that it took 
three decades and secret deals 
with New York state Republicans 
- as well as the deliberate omis¬ 
sion of transgender rights - to get 
SONDA passed, I can only imag¬ 
ine what it might take for a trans¬ 
gender anti-discrimination bill to 
pass. I can only think that these 
times might be doubled, given 
that it is unlikely that ESPA will 
give more than a token amount of 
assistance on such a rights strug¬ 
gle. 

So it is no celebration: this is 
sad. It is merely the beginning of 
a long battle that the transgender 
community of New York may well 
have to wage alone.

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Final chapter for Bernal Books

E ight years after opening its 
doors on Cortland Avenue, 
Bernal Books is closing for 
good. The lesbian-owned inde¬ 
pendent bookshop in the heart of 
one of the city’s funkiest neigh¬ 
borhoods just couldn’t compete 
with the chain stores and Internet 
marketplace in a post-September 
11 economy, said Bernal Books 
owner Rachel Pepper. 

An open house and goodbye 
sale will be held on Saturday, Jan¬ 
uary 11, from noon until 5 p.m. 

“It was a long, complicated de¬ 
cision but now that it’s made I feel 
a huge sense of relief,” Pepper told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “With my 
lease coming up for renewal it 


seemed like the perfect time to 
close down. It is certainly my 
choice to close, we’re not ‘going out 
of business,’ but in the post dot¬ 
com 9/11 world, the retail sector is 
just plain grim. If anyone’s spend¬ 
ing money, they’re doing it at Tar¬ 
get, not at little stores like mine.” 

Dismal holiday sales, said Pep¬ 
per, weren’t helped by the main¬ 
stream media’s emphasis on 
cheap, online shopping. 

“Where does that leave the ac¬ 
tual stores in our communities, 
who count on the holiday season 
to make it the rest of the year?” she 
said, noting that her home and 
store rent total more than $3,000 a 
month, “and that’s before employ¬ 
ee costs, insurance, child care for 
my daughter, etc. And I don’t own 
a thing!”

We’ve had a 
wonderful customer base that has 
kept us in business, and we’ve 
done our best by the neighbor¬ 
hood: free story times for chil¬ 
dren, lots of free author events, 
and donations to preschools and 
queer causes.”

Nevertheless, although appre¬ 
ciated in the neighborhood, 
Bernal Books was also taken for 
granted by many who loved hav¬ 
ing it but never got around to 
shopping there. 

“There has been an enormous 
sense of loss in the neighborhood 
about the closure, yet, if people 
don’t show full support for their 
local merchants, they will go 


away,” said Pepper, whose future 
plans include studying real estate, 
preparing her daughter for 
kindergarten, and doing more 
writing of her own. 

“All in all,” said Pepper, “it feels 
like a time of new beginnings for 
me.”

Canada calls for 
marijuana law reform

Canadian parliamentary 

U committee earlier this 
Jfm month recommended an 
end to arrests for cannabis posses¬ 
sion. The House of Commons 
Special Committee on Non-Med¬ 
ical Use of Drugs was the second 
panel this year to call for marijua¬ 
na policy reform. In September, 
the Senate Special Committee on 
Illegal Drugs recommended an 
end to cannabis prohibition, say¬ 
ing existing laws were “not war¬ 
ranted by the danger posed by the 
substance.” 

The new House report - enti¬ 
tled “A Policy for the New Millen¬ 
nium: Working Together to Rede¬ 
fine Canada’s Drug Strategy” and 
released December 12 - is the out¬ 
come of 18 months of hearings on 
the issue. It acknowledges that 
while smoking marijuana is un¬ 
healthy due to the presence of tars 
and other chemicals, “the conse¬ 
quences of conviction for posses¬ 
sion of a small amount of 
cannabis for personal use are dis¬ 
proportionate to the potential 
harm associated with that behav¬ 
ior.” 

The House committee does 
not call for changes as drastic as 
those put forth by the Senate, but 
did recommend an end to arrests 
and imprisonment of adults who 
grow or possess small amounts 
(up to 30 grams) of cannabis for 
personal use. The committee sug¬ 


gested that the penalty should be 
reduced to a ticket and fine. Traf¬ 
ficking in any amount of marijua¬ 
na should remain a crime, the re¬ 
port said, and efforts should be 
put in place to curb underage use 
and driving while under the influ¬ 
ence. 

Canadian Justice Minister 
Martin Cauchon has indicated 
that he supports such reforms. “If 
we’re talking about the question of 
decriminalizing marijuana, we 
may move ahead quickly as a gov- 


Resources, warned that the U.S. 
might institute a border crack¬ 
down if Canada liberalizes its 
drug laws. Drug czar John Walters 
told the press two weeks ago that 
Canadian marijuana law reform 
would “cause unnecessary harm 
to our citizens and our children 
on both sides of our borders,” 
while Bush administration drug 
policy adviser Robert Maginnis 
hinted at a boycott of Canadian 
products.

ernment,” Cauchon stated. Action 
could come as early as the first half 
of 2003. 

Not everyone was pleased with 
thonew recommendations. The 
conservative Canadian Alliance 
said the 30 gram limit was too 
high, while New Democrat Libby 
Davies noted that since marijuana 
trafficking remains illegal, the 
proposed reforms “leav[e] in place 
all the harms from prohibition.” 

But perhaps the strongest op¬ 
position comes from south of the 
border. Last summer U.S. Repre¬ 
sentative Mark Souder (R-Indi- 
ana), chair of the Government Re¬ 
form Subcommittee on Criminal 
Justice, Drug Policy and Human 


ize or regulate marijuana as it 
wishes,” said Robert Kampia, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Marijuana 
Policy Project. “Canada is not the 
51st state, and that fact is driving 
drug czar John Walters and other 
U.S. prohibitionists mad.” 

Earlier in the week the Canadi¬ 
an House committee released part 
one of its drug policy report, 
which dealt with hard drugs. They 
recommended that the provision 
of heroin by prescription should 
be studied, and that safe, super¬ 
vised injection rooms should be 
established for needle drug users.

ALERT: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with SUSTIVA. 
Please also read the section “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH SUSTIVA.” 
Read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you 
refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. This leaflet provides a 
summary about SUSTIVA and does not include everything there is to know about your 
medicine. This information is not meant to take the place of talking with your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used in combination with other medicines to help treat infection 
with Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV), the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of anti-HIV drug called a “non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (viral load). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells, a 
type of immune cell in blood. SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

SUSTIVA does not cure HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections and complications. Therefore, it is very important that you stay under the care 
of your doctor. 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Therefore, 
continue to practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Serious psychiatric problems. A small number of patients experience severe depression, 
strange thoughts, or angry behavior while taking SUSTIVA. Some patients have thoughts 
of suicide and a few have actually committed suicide. These problems tend to occur more 
often in patients who have had mental illness. Contact your doctor right away if you think 
you are having these psychiatric symptoms, so your doctor can decide if you should 
continue to take SUSTIVA. 

Common side effects. Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble 
concentrating, and/or unusual dreams during treatment with SUSTIVA. These side effects 
may be reduced if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime on an empty stomach. They also tend 
to go away after you have taken the medicine for a few weeks. If you have these common 
side effects, such as dizziness, it does not mean that you will also have serious psychiatric 
problems,-such as severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry behavior. Tell your 
doctor right away if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. It is possible 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood 
altering (street) drugs. 

If you are dizzy, have trouble concentrating, or are drowsy, avoid activities that may 
be dangerous, such as driving or operating machinery. 

Rash is common. Rashes usually go away without any change in treatment. In a small 
number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your doctor right 
away. Rash may be a serious problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right 
away if you notice rash or any other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. 
Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 
Changes in body fat. Changes in body fat develop in some patients taking anti-HIV 
medicine. These changes may include an increased amount of fat in the upper back and 
neck (“buffalo hump”), in the breasts, and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, 
and face may also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these fat changes 
are not known. 

Tell your doctor or healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 
Contact your doctor before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects or for any 
other reason. 

This is hot a complete list of side effects possible with SUSTIVA. Ask your doctor or 
pharmacist for a more complete list of side effects of SUSTIVA and all the medicines 
you will take. 


How should I take SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

General Information 

• You should take SUSTIVA on an empty stomach, preferably at bedtime. 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with food increases the amount of medicine in your body, which 
may increase the frequency of side effects. 

• Taking SUSTIVA at bedtime may make some side effects less bothersome. 

• SUSTIVA must be taken in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. If you take 
only SUSTIVA, the medicine may stop working. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose 
right away, unless it is almost time for your next dose. Do not double the next dose. 
Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best 
times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on 
your own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• If you believe you took more than the prescribed amount of SUSTIVA, contact your 
local Poison Control Center or emergency room right away. 

• Tell your doctor if you start any new medicine or change how you take old ones. Your 
doses may need adjustment. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 
This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to 
SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

• Your doctor may want to do blood tests to check for certain side effects while you 
take SUSTIVA. 

Capsules 

• The dose of SUSTIVA capsules for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken 
together) once a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see 

Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

Tablets 

• The dose of SUSTIVA tablets for adults is 600 mg (one tablet) once a day by mouth. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any 
other side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children 
may be lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are 
available. Your child's doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to the active ingredient, efavirenz, or to any of 
the inactive ingredients. Your doctor and pharmacist have a list of the inactive ingredients. 

What should I avoid while taking SUSTIVA? 

• Women taking SUSTIVA should not become pregnant. Serious birth defects have been 
seen in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in 
humans. Tell your doctor right away if you are pregnant. Also talk with your doctor 
if you want to become pregnant. 

• Women should not rely only on hormone-based birth control, such as pills, injections, 
or implants, because SUSTIVA may make these contraceptives ineffective. Women must 
use a reliable form of barrier contraception, such as a condom or diaphragm, even if 
they also use other methods of birth control. 

• Do not breast-feed if you are taking SUSTIVA. The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention recommend that mothers with HIV not breast-feed because they can pass 
the HIV through their milk to the baby. Also, SUSTIVA may pass through breast milk 
and cause serious harm to the baby. Talk with your doctor if you are breast-feeding. 
You may need to stop breast-feeding or use a different medicine. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with alcohol or other medicines causing similar side effects as 
SUSTIVA, such as drowsiness, may increase those side effects. 

• Do not take any other medicines without checking with your doctor. These medicines 
include prescription and non-prescriptiop medicines and herbal products, especially 
St. John’s wort. 

Before using SUSTIVA, tell your doctor if you 

• have problems with your liver, or have hepatitis. Your doctor may want to do tests 
to check your liver while you take SUSTIVA. 

• have ever had mental illness or are using drugs or alcohol. 


What important information should I know about taking other medicines with 
SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines, including ones for HIV, and cause 
serious side effects. Your doctor may change your other medicines or change their 
doses. Other medicines, including herbal products, may affect SUSTIVA. For this reason, 

it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those 
you buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your prescription and non-prescription medicines as well as any herbal 
remedies that you are taking when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how 
much you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture 
of the medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

Taking SUSTIVA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold 
as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort is not recommended. 
Talk with your doctor if you are taking or are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking 
St. John’s wort may decrease SUSTIVA levels and lead to increased viral load and possible 
resistance to SUSTIVA or cross-resistance to other anti-HIV drugs. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH SUSTIVA 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA’*: 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be replaced with another medicine when taken 
with SUSTIVA”: 

• Fortovase®, Invirase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

The following medicines may need to have their dose changed when taken with 
SUSTIVA": 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Mycobutin® (rifabutin) 

• Methadone 

These are not all the medicines that may cause problems if you take SUSTIVA.

saloon and a longtime volunteer 
for Project Open Hand who gave 
over 2,300 hours of service to the 
organization, died of a heart at¬ 
tack, according to the San Mateo 
County Coroner’s office. 

“We’re very saddened,” SFAF 
spokesman Gustavo Suarez told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “The sad¬ 
ness was made even more 
poignant because he died doing 
something to help others.” 

Nevertheless, AIDS/LifeCycle 
was hailed as a success, wrapping 
up on Sunday, May 19, and gener¬ 
ating more than $4.4 million. 

Still, the success of LifeCycle 
couldn’t stop the woes of a weak 
economy and.a depressed non¬ 
profit donation climate in the 
wake of the terrorist attacks on 
September 11, 2001. On Tuesday, 
June 18, SFAF announced that it 
was facing a $2.5 million budget 
gap, and the agency not only laid 
off 28 of its 117 employees, but in¬ 
stituted a 10 percent pay cut for its 
senior managers, and a 12 percent 
cut for the executive director, 
bringing Christen’s controversial 
salary down to $182,188, exclud¬ 
ing benefits. 

Christen, often the target of 
criticism for what has been called 
an exorbitantly high salary, told 
the B.A.R. that she gladly accepted 
the pay cut to help ensure the 
agency’s survival. 

“A 12 percent cut is a very ap¬ 
propriate thing to do in light of 
the circumstances,” said Christen. 
“The board has made the right de¬ 
cision regarding that and I fully 
support it.” 

Christen also addressed criti¬ 
cism of her salary - which is set by 
the Board of Directors - by stat¬ 
ing, “Our commitment to com¬ 
pensating people competitively so 
that we can seek and maintain the 
best possible folks is something I 
don’t make any excuses for. Our 
compensation philosophy has 
served our organization very well 
through the years.” 

SFAF spokesman Suarez - one 
of the employees, let go by the cut¬ 
backs - emphasized that com¬ 
pared to many nonprofits, and 
thanks in large part to the success 
of AIDS/LifeCycle, SFAF was “for¬ 
tunate.” 

“If AIDS/LifeCycle had not 
been a success the budget shortfall 
would be almost double what 
we’re facing. The event now has a 
solid foundation and will grow 
into something that will be able to 
support a lot of services.” 

The foundation’s newly pro¬ 
jected $20.7 million budget for the 
fiscal year was created “thought¬ 
fully,” according to the agency, 


which promised that no client ser¬ 
vices would be cut as the result of 
the belt tightening. 

“The stability we had has al¬ 
lowed us to sit back and analyze 
and make leveraged use of the re¬ 
sources we have to achieve the 
greatest efficiencies and carry on 
our mission as effectively as pos¬ 
sible,” said Suarez, who left SFAF 
a few months later, after assisting 
with the transition process. 

Come November, however, the 
no-cut-in-services tune had 
changed, or so charged sofne ac¬ 
tivists when it was revealed that 
SFAF would not be hosting its an¬ 
nual Thanksgiving dinner for 
people with HIV/AIDS. 

Citing a lack of staff resources, 
SFAF instead donated $5,000 to 
Glide Memorial Church, whose 
annual dinner was designated to 
absorb clients who would nor¬ 
mally attend SFAF’s event. 

The decision to cancel the din¬ 
ner actually came much earlier, 
when SFAF was trying to bridge 
the $2.5 million budget shortfall, 
according to SFAF spokesman 
Redge Norton. Because the agency 
opted to cut staff instead of ser¬ 
vices, because attendance at 
SFAF’s Thanksgiving had dropped 
50 percent in five years, and be¬ 
cause there were numerous other 
Thanksgiving dinners offered to 
people with HIV/AIDS, SFAF 
concluded that its staff would be 
better used at its annual holiday 
party for women and families in 
December. 


Canceling Thanksgiving din¬ 
ner, added Norton, was not con¬ 
sidered a service cut. 

“We just didn’t have the staff 
necessary to do both dinners,” 
Norton told the B.A.R. Although 
he refused to disclose how much 
money it usually costs SFAF to 
host Thanksgiving dinner, he em¬ 
phasized that the cancellation was 
due to a staff - rather than a mon¬ 
etary - deficit. 

Also of the end of November, 
SFAF’s LifeCycle had already start¬ 
ed recruiting participants for next 
year’s ride. The 2002 ride returned 
50 percent of its profits to charity, 
an expected low rate of return due 
to the event’s first year. But the 
goal has always been a higher rate 
of return, noted organizers, and 
many of the 2002 costs - from the 
over $330,000 required for start¬ 
up, to the full year of planning, to 
the lower number of riders at an 
inaugural event - should not be a 
factor for AIDS/LifeCycle 2, 
scheduled for June 8-14,2003. For 
more information go to www.aid- 
slifecycle.org or call 1 -866-BIKE- 
4-AIDS. 

In the meantime, SFAF is look¬ 
ing toward a rosier future. With 
budget cuts allowing more stabil¬ 
ity, and infrastructure now set for 
its the major fundraiser, the 
agency seems poised to face the 
challenges of 2003. T

Games. The Sacramento native 
ran track at the first Games in 
1982 and won gold in lightweight 
Physique in 1986. “We also got the 
gold in team competition, which 
they don’t do anymore.” 

His return since Gay Games II 
was long-awaited, and he was a 
popular favorite with the audi¬ 
ence. 

“I actually started training and 
dieting months ago,” he said. “My 
body’s changed since turning 50. 
It’s not metabolizing fat and ab¬ 
sorbing nutrients like it used to.” 

Ramos studied records and 
photos of winners from Amster¬ 
dam online, so he virtually knew 
some of his potential competitors. 

He said that it doesn’t get any 
easier as time goes on. “The hard¬ 
est part’s the dieting.” His partner, 
John Hancock, joined him on the 
diet and training regimen. “He’s 
been very patient with me. I 
couldn’t have done it without 
him.” 

Natural winner 

Among the controver¬ 
sies at the Games was the 
abrupt cancellation of drug 
testing at Physique. While 
many natural competitors 
were upset, most refused on- 
the-record comments. 

Others noted that the 
judges sometimes dis¬ 
missed bigger com¬ 
petitors who may have 
been enjoying some bet¬ 
ter building through chemistry. 

The diminutive Marina Nesto- 
riadis packed a lot of power into 
her routine, and struck gold in 
women’s pairs and silver in indi¬ 
vidual novice. She trained natu¬ 
rally without banned substances. 

Like many, in her announced 
bio/statement the Sydney resident 
thanked her partner, who aided 
her training months beforehand. 

“It’s a pretty amazing feeling,” 
Nestoriadis said. “I entered not 
thinking I’d get anything at all. It’s 
always been about giving it your 
best shot. I was pretty focused and 
determined, but I’m surprised and 
happy.” 

She’ll also compete in Sydney’s

Mardi Gras Physique events in 
February, and in March at the In¬ 
ternational Natural Bodybuilder 
competition. One of the youngest 
in the women’s ranks, Nestoriadis 
was congratulated by other female 
track stars and bodybuilders in 
the Exhibition Hall’s 
lobby, and was 
proud to be among the af¬ 
fable Sydney host athletes. 

Who’s your Daddy? 

As at many Physique 
events, muscular men 
may be familiar to 
fans of other forms of 
body worship. Brain 
Dawson, both 

bronzed and bronze 
medaled, proved popular with 
fans in the Grand Masters divi¬ 
sion. 

For his first competition in 25 
years, Dawson trained for three 
months on a diet of “chicken and 
broccoli. You have to dehydrate 
the night before, so I told my part¬ 
ner, ‘The minute we get done, the 
only thing I want is a bottle of 
cold water.’” 

Strangely, the silver medal ob¬ 
viously belonging to Dawson was 
awarded to another competitor, 
who stumbled through his routine 
in a daze, proving a bit of bias in 
this subjectively judged sport. 
Still, Dawson’s fans surrounded 
him with congratulations and 



sympathy afterward. 

A star of the San Francisco Mr. 
Drummer contests (he won that 
honor in 1989) and acclaimed sexy 
kink videos Steel Dungeon , Daw¬ 
son recalled a leather event where 
a fan asked him to sign a maga¬ 
zine. Expecting to autograph a 
copy of Drummer , he was instead 
presented with a mint condition 
• Play girl, for which Dawson posed 
to wild acclaim in the late 1970s. 

Of his diverse fame, Dawson 
said, “It’s important that you be 
able to mark things in your life. I 
didn’t start out to be a porn star. 
I’m an SM practitioner. It was in¬ 
teresting, and I’m glad I did it. At 
50 years old, it’s important that I 
celebrate that, and Gay Games 
seemed the appropriate place.”

A gold medalist in the Masters 
group, John Fornachon found his 
first Physique competition victo¬ 
rious, and a bit nerve-wracking. 
The San Franciscan importer 
chose possibly one of the best mu¬ 
sical accompaniments of the 
evening, the diva pop opera solo 
from the Luc Besson science fic¬ 
tion film The Fifth Element. 

“It was exactly 90 seconds, too, 
so it was perfect,” he said. 

Being part French, and body¬ 
builders being a sort of beautiful 
alien creature to most folk, Forna¬ 
chon agreed that athletes embody 
the idea that the human spirit is 
the fifth element ready to save the 
world - or at least in that night’s 
case, make a more muscular 
world. Thrilled by his victory, For¬ 
nachon is now setting his sights 
on Montreal in 2006. 

When asked after the competi¬ 
tion when he might consider 
breaking his strict diet with some 
junk food, he replied, “How about 
now?” ▼

quiet about it, then called 
Massey’s mother later that 
evening to report that some of the 
students felt uncomfortable witlr 
Ashly being in the locker room. 
Massey’s mother asked if her 
daughter had misbehaved, and the 
gym teacher reportedly said she 
had not acted improperly or made 
any inappropriate comments to 
other students. The next day, how¬ 
ever, Massey was told to report to 
the principal’s office instead of 
class, where she spent the next 


week and a half. Massey claims she 
was never told why she was pro¬ 
hibited from attending class. 

“This is a clear case of discrim¬ 
ination,” said Martha Matthews, 
an attorney with the ACLU. “Ashly 
did nothing wrong, but she was 
denied access to a public school 
class, and forced to sit in the office 
day after day.” Courtney Joslin, 
staff attorney at the National Cen¬ 
ter for Lesbian Rights, concurred. 

“Even if students are uncom¬ 
fortable sharing gym class with 
someone of a different sexual ori¬ 
entation, the school does not have 
a right to discriminate,” said 
Joslin. “Instead, the school should 


educate students on getting along 
with others in an increasingly di¬ 
verse society.” 

Massey, for her part, told re¬ 
porters that she was taking a stand 
on behalf of LGBT students who 
faced similar discrimination. 

“It’s not right,” said Massey, 
“for anybody to have to go 
through this.” 

School district officials did not 
return calls by press time as the 
district office was .closed for 
Christmas break. District Super¬ 
intendent Kathleen McNamara 
told the Los Angeles Times last 
week that she would not comment 
on the case. ▼

ulation, Knoller is mixing with 
high security inmates, many of 
whom where convicted of violent 
crime, including murder, and 
lower security prisoners who are 
in for mostly nonviolent drug 
crimes. Prison officials say securi¬ 
ty isn’t as much of a concern for 
Knoller because women prisoners 
are far less violent than men. 

In an exclusive interview with 
the B.A.R., Noel said he is contin¬ 
uing to work on an appeal of 
criminal convictions against him 
and his wife. He’s confident the 


verdicts will eventually be over¬ 
turned. He’s also confident he’ll 
prevail over the civil suit brought 
against him and his wife by Smith 
and Whipple’s mother. 

A civil lawsuit brought by 
Smith and Whipple’s mother 
against the owner of the apartment 
building where the attack occurred 
was recently settled out of court for 
an undisclosed sum. Noel said he 
was informed of the settlement on 
Thursday, December 19. He said he 
knew the amount of the settlement 
but he declined to disclose it out of 
respect for any seal order that may 
have been placed on the settle¬ 
ment. 

Noel said he keeps occupied in 


prison by working as a volunteer 
counselor for the “Another Step” 
program, which helps inmates 
who are within six months of re¬ 
lease.

issue next year and work with the 
members of the LGBT caucus,” 
said Theresa Stark, Koretz’s leg¬ 
islative aide. “He is very hopeful it 
will succeed this year.” 

The one uncertainty is if Davis 
would sign such a bill. According 
to one Sacramento insider, Gold¬ 
berg had wanted to introduce her 
bill in January 2002, but was given 
word the governor would veto it 
during an election year and told to 
wait until 2003. 

During an interview with the 
Bay Area Reporter last March, 
Davis revealed that he was estab¬ 
lishing a task force to review how 
California could enact civil union 
legislation akin to Vermont’s his¬ 
toric law. Yet, the taskjorce never 
met and Davis found himself dis¬ 
tracted by a brutal re-election 
campaign, allegations of “pay-to- 
play” politics, lingering fallout 
from the state’s energy crisis, and 
the worst economic crisis in 
decades. Religious conservatives 
also dragged Davis into court, 
seeking records about the makeup 
and meeting minutes of his sup¬ 
posed gay task force. 

Davis has long been on record 
as opposed to gay marriage and 
has refused to take a stand on the 
issue of civil unions. During the 
March interview with the B.A.R. 
in his San Francisco office, Davis 
said he would wait until the task 
force presented him with a report 
to decide on whether to support 
civil unions. 


He did point out his support 
for domestic partnerships, saying 
“no state in America has made 
more progress than California has 
under my administration. We 
signed AB26 and 25, the most 
sweeping changes in domestic 
partnership laws.” 

It is the governor’s willingness 
to support domestic partnerships 
that has gay politicos and activists 
thinking they should focus their 
fight for equal treatment of same- 
sex couples through the state’s do¬ 
mestic partnership registry. It is a 
concept that has been in place for 
over two decades in various parts 
of the state. 

Dating back to the 1980s, sev¬ 
eral Californian cities established 
domestic partner registries. Soon 
thereafter, major corporations and 
businesses followed suit, extend¬ 
ing domestic partner benefits to 
their employees. 

San Francisco opened the do¬ 
mestic partner floodgates in 1997 
when it required all city contrac¬ 
tors to offer domestic partner 
benefits to their workers if they 
offer benefits to employee spous¬ 
es. In 1999, the state enacted its 
first domestic partnership law 
pushed by out lesbian and then- 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco), granting gay 
couples hospital visitation rights, 
health insurance coverage for 
public employees, and a state reg¬ 
istry. 

In October 2001, Davis signed 
another Migden bill, AB25, into 
law, expanding the legal rights and 
benefits that registered domestic 
partners in the state could receive. 


Those benefits, such as medical 
leave, adoption rights, and estate 
planning rights, went into effect in 
January 2002. 

“We have made great progress 
and I think we will make even 
greater progress. I think we are 
very confident” of the bill’s pas¬ 
sage, said Leno. “Of course we will 
be eager to work with the gover¬ 
nor to ensure his support as well.” 

While the bill’s language is 
being fine-tuned, Leno said it 
should extend the thousands of 
rights heterosexual couples receive 
under marriage to same-sex cou¬ 
ples. While other bills have added 
one or two rights at a time to 
those domestic partners receive, 
the new bill would add the re¬ 
maining benefits in one sweeping 
piece of legislation. A Goldberg 
aide said the final bill could num¬ 
ber several hundred pages in order 
to accomplish that goal. 

“My hope is that it will be com¬ 
prehensive, and the reason for it is 
quite obvious. We know if we were 
to add two or three or four bene¬ 
fits per year, it could take us well 
over 100 years to get us to where 
we are going,” said Leno. “There is 
no need for us to be picking up 
crumbs when we should have a 
seated place at the table.” 

A new lobbying group, the 
Freedom to Marry Coalition, has 
already formed to pressure legis¬ 
lators and the governor to support 
the bill. The coalition has been 
meeting for the last year and is 
made up of some of California’s 
largest gay rights groups, such as 
CAPE, the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights, Parents Families 


and Friends of Lesbians and Gays, 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union, ^nd Californians for Civil 
Marriage. CCM will merge with 
CAPE as of January 1. 

“This is something we are 
strongly behind and advocating,” 
said Kors. “What is important is 
there are tens of thousands of 
same-sex couples and their fami¬ 
lies who are denied rights and ben¬ 
efits in California. It is imperative 
we do everything we can to get 
them those rights and benefits.” 

However, some gay rights ad¬ 
vocates feel the fight should not 
end with the domestic partners 
bill. They see this issue as a spring¬ 
board to use in fighting for equal 
marriage rights for same-sex cou¬ 
ples. 

“It is time for the LGBT com¬ 
munity to stop grabbing what it 
can reach and begin reaching for 
what it deserves. Fighting for mar¬ 
riage is more than a battle for 
rights, benefits, and responsibili¬ 
ties. It is a fundamental battle 
about the value of every LGBT in¬ 
dividual - one that strikes at the 
core of homophobia,” wrote Mike 
Marshall, head of CCM, in an e- 
mail from Israel, where he is serv¬ 
ing as an elections monitor. “The 
government does not have the 
right to draw distinctions between 
straight and gay Americans. By 
advocating for separate laws - no 
matter how comprehensive - we, 
as a community, are suggesting we 
agree with that assertion. That’s 
wrong. 

“I think the battle for DP ben¬ 
efits is easier and more comfort¬ 
able for our allies in Sacramento. 


But it does little or nothing to as¬ 
sert the equality of every Cali¬ 
fornian regardless of their sexual 
orientation,” added Marshall. 

Kors said he sees moving in 
this direction as opposed to fight¬ 
ing for civil unions or gay mar¬ 
riage as a way to muzzle opposi¬ 
tion from the religious right and 
conservative groups. Not only do 
polls show that the public is very 
supportive of domestic partner 
rights and benefits, said Kors, but 
the conservative groups stated 
they support domestic partner¬ 
ships during the 2000 fight over 
the Knight Initiative, which de¬ 
fined marriage as solely between a 
man and a woman. 

“They convinced a majority of 
' Californian voters' to vote on the 
Knight initiative by stating they 
opposed discrimination against 
our community and supported 
domestic partnerships,” said Kors. 
“We will see how truthful they 
were being.” 

By passing the Goldberg bill, 
gay activists and politicians said 
California can once again take a 
leadership role looked to by other 
states. 

“This is California’s chance to 
be a leader in the country and to 
set an example we believe will be 
followed around the country,” said 
Kors. 

“Keep in mind the population 
of Vermont is about the popula¬ 
tion of the 13th Assembly Dis¬ 
trict,” added Leno. “Of course 
when Vermont passed its civil 
union taw it was historic and 
thrilling, but it touched very few 
people.” ▼

Graham said while $400 may 
not sound like a lot of money, for 
someone suffering with AIDS it 
gives them a psychological boost 
more than a monetary lift. He said 
instead of making people ineligi¬ 
ble for grants, the agency should 
have taken a different approach. 

“It certainly would have been 
more palatable for people not to 
be cut off and to receive a lesser 
amount or for them to establish 
some other dynamic,” he said. 

The agency’s board of directors 
has said it will reexamine the new 
eligibility requirements if the fi¬ 
nancial picture for the fund im¬ 
proves next year. To meet its 
clients’ needs this year, the board 
drew down more than $600,000 
from its reserve fund to maintain 
client grants. 

“These changes reflect the 
painful reality of' the current 
tough economy,” said Ralph Pe¬ 
tersen, AEF’s president, in a state¬ 
ment. “We have carefully drawn 
these new guidelines to best serve 
as many of our clients as possible. 
In lean times, we are committed to 
serving our neediest clients - 
those facing shut-off notices, evic¬ 
tions and uninsured medical ex¬ 
penses.” 

The board said hiring Smith 
has already paid off several divi¬ 
dends. Smith has reduced project¬ 
ed overhead for the agency next 
year by $97,000 by signing a new 
lease on cheaper office space and 
moving many previously con¬ 
tracted-out services in-house. 

And Smith said he has already 
turned his focus on better plan¬ 
ning’ of the many community 
fundraisers held on behalf of AEF 
and providing more assistance to 
those people who raise funds for 
the agency. 

“It is amazing how much that 
kind of stuff happens all over 
town for us. Our year would have 
been just horrible if we didn’t 
have” those community events, 
Smith said.

Feeding more with less 

When Tom Nolan became Pro¬ 
ject Open Hand’s executive direc¬ 
tor eight years ago, he was warned 
there would be challenges, except 
on one front. 

“My predecessor said you will 
have problems, but he said money 
won’t be among them,” recalled 
Nolan. 

That prediction remained true 
until this year, when money prob¬ 
lems forced Nolan to lay off staff 
and implement across the board 
pay cuts, including that of his own 
salary. 

While he had hoped to dole 
out raises to his staff next month, 
Nolan said it does not appear that 
will be possible. 

“It has been very hard for some 
of the staff people. I eliminated six 
upper staff positions, so the re¬ 
maining staff has had to do more,” 
said Nolan. 

He said he is watching closely 
how much in donations the agency 
brings in the last two months of 
the year. And since before Thanks¬ 
giving, Nolan and his staff have 
launched an aggressive media cam¬ 
paign to ensure the public is aware 
of the agency and how many peo¬ 
ple in the Bay Area it feeds. 

“We raise 40 percent of our 
money between Thanksgiving and 
New Year’s. We are watching that 
on a daily basis,” he said. “So far, it 
looks pretty good. These next two 
weeks are absolutely critical.” 


With all agencies in the city 
bracing for more cuts in funding 
due to the growing government 
deficits on the federal, state, and 
local levels, Nolan said he wants to 
work more closely with various 
agencies in the new year to help 
offset the drop in funding. 

“I think the financial reality is 
really going to offer us an oppor¬ 
tunity to think outside the enve¬ 
lope. Maybe we can do real struc¬ 
tural kinds of things together like 
combining functions into one 
person in some cases,” he said. 

Surviving a 
budgetary disaster 

The staff at Positive Resource 
Center has already spent the last 
year looking at how they can be 
more efficient with less and tight¬ 
ening their belts. After losing a 
large contract in the fall of 2001, 
the agency began the new year by 
laying off staff and worrying the 
end may be near. 

Through community and gov¬ 
ernment help, the center survived 
its toughest year to date. Accord¬ 
ing to its interim executive direc¬ 
tor, there has been an upside to 
the struggle. 

“Organizations in financial cri¬ 
sis do often fall apart. People often 
scatter. But what doesn’t kill you 
makes you stronger and that is my 
assessment of PRC,” said John 
Lipp, who expects to announce in 
the coming weeks several new 
contracts worth $400,000 for the 
agency. 

It recently received a $25,000 
grant from the San Francisco 
Foundation to pay its general op¬ 
erating expenses. And last week 
the agency finally received 
$150,000 from the state. 

The money, secured by former 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden, 
had been put on hold due to the 
state’s budget crisis. After an in¬ 
quiry by newly elected Assembly- 
man Mark Leno (D-San Francis¬ 
co), the state released the cash 
grant to the agency. 

The agency also hopes to an¬ 
nounce in February the hiring of 
a new permanent executive direc¬ 


tor. And it has spent the last year 
building up a donor base it hopes 
to cultivate into a strong network 
of support over the next two 
years. Though the agency’s enthu¬ 
siasm for the future is tempered 
by the continuing downturn in 
the economy. 

“Part of what we are doing for 
planning in 2003 is being very 
conservative about how many 
dollars will be there. We are being 
very careful not to over spend,” 
said Lipp. 

Though he added, “we are feel¬ 
ing very good about next year, 
which for a nonprofit is a life¬ 
time.” 

Providing a safety net 

Amidst all the monetary hard¬ 
ship of the past year, this month 
more than 40 LGBT organizations 
received an early Christmas pre¬ 
sent. The board of Horizons 
Foundation, the Bay Area’s only 
community foundation dedicated 
exclusively to funding LGBT is¬ 
sues, approved recommendations 
for new grants ranging in size 
from $1,000 to $8,000 to the nu¬ 
merous groups. 

In 2002, the foundation award¬ 
ed more than $1.6 million to ap¬ 
proximately 80 different LGBT

started dressing and behaving as a 
girl in the summer between 
his/her 8th and 9th grade years. 

After that, Araujo was shunned 
by male peers, and sought out 
companionship and looked for 
role models, with the only group 
at school that would have her. 

“The boys in class left him 
alone. It was like he wasn’t there,” 
said Araujo’s last English teacher, 
Sheri Botts. “But we had a group 
of girls who were into drugs, and 
they accepted him ” 

Araujo suffered frequent 
taunts and fights, drifted from 
school to school and finally 
dropped out in February 2001. 


groups. And to help it meet an 
ever growing request for grants, 
the foundation hired Julie Dorf as 
its new director of philanthropic 
services and development. Dorf is 
a founder and former longtime 
executive director of the Interna¬ 
tional Gay & Lesbian Human 
Rights Commission. 

Dorf joins the foundation’s re¬ 
cently hired executive director 
Roger Doughty, who said the 
foundation will embark on a 
strategic planning process early in 
the new year to guide the institu¬ 
tion’s growth for the coming three 
to five years. 

“The level of need in the com¬ 
munity is enormous, and in many 
places, it is urgent,” said Doughty. 
“The economic situation has ef¬ 
fected all organizations, from the 
strongest to the most fledgling. 
The number of requests we re¬ 
ceive for help is absolutely grow¬ 
ing. 

“Everyone I know expects it to 
be the same in 2003,” he said. “It is 
absolutely my goal and my board’s 
goal to increase the amount we 
provide to the community and we 
will do everything possible to 
make that a reality. But given the 
economic circumstances, I cannot 
promise we can reach that.” T 


“The most critical issue for 
transgendered teens is that there is 
no real role model they can look 
to,” said Vanessa Edwards Foster, 
chair of the National Transgender 
Advocacy Coalition. 

According to Guerrero, at the 
time of his death Araujo had be¬ 
come an alcoholic and frequent 
drug user.

The purpose of the hearing is to consider the adoption of the Implementation Plan for the Hunters Point 
Shipyard Redevelopment Project Area. Pursuant to California Community Redevelopment Law Section 
33490 (c), the Agency is required to adopt an Implementation Plan for each Project Area every five years 
to evaluate the progress of the Redevelopment Project. Adoption of an implementation plan shall not 
constitute an approval of any specific program, project, or expenditure and shall not change the need to 
obtain any required approvals from the Agency or community. Prior to the adoption of any 
Implementation Plan, the Agency is required to hold a public hearing for the purpose of considering the 
Implementation Plan for each Redevelopment Project within its jurisdiction. 

PUBLIC HEALTH ALERT - SAN FRANCISCO MEDICAL EXAMINER’S OFFICE ' 

There is an insidious disease, primarily of our Asian youth, that has become pervasive within the Bay Area. 
Sedatives are the most commonly preferred drug of abuse among Asians, typically from age 15 to 35. The 
two most common drugs of abuse in San Francisco, within this population, are easily available on the 
street. Both are prescription medications with legitimate medical uses. One has been removed from the 
U.S. prescription market .because of its frequency of abuse. It is still available as a medication in other 
countries. However, both drugs are produced illicitly, often in other countries, and clandestinely brought 
into this country in large numbers. Readily available at a relatively low price, it is easy to become a victim 
of these drugs. 

Usually, peer pressure is the means of introduction to their use. They are frequently used at parties, often 
along with alcohol or taken orily for their “downer” effect. Chronic use results in tolerance.to sotne of the 
drugs effects, and then progresses to physical dependence. Susceptible persons become first habituated to 
their use, then dependent, with signs of withdrawal if the drug is not available. The chronic user’s life 
becomes forever altered. They become withdrawn from activities of daily living and interactions with 
family and friends. Job and school performance deteriorates. They often lose their jobs. The dependent 
person’s life, and the lives of those that they interact with closely, is changed forever. 

The two most common sedative drugs of abuse in this area are “SOMA,” a registered product of Wallace 
pharmaceutical, and “QUAALUDE,” a drug discontinued from sale in the United States in 1984. On the 
street, they are most often sold as “DANS” and “LUDES.” 

The use of SOMA is so pervasive that the race of a person who has the drug and its metabolite detected 
in a sample taken from a individual arrested in this city for driving under the influence will be Asian with 
better than 80% certainty. Ethyl alcohol may or may not be involved. 

“Ludes" are less common in this community. Soma is a rare cause of death. Both, but especially the latter, 
arc being seen with increasing frequency. Experience has shown that getting a person off these drugs is 
difficult and takes considerable time. Family counseling is often required, and is recommended. 

Because this form of drug abuse appears to be increasing in frequency, it deserves special attention.

T don’t generally like year-end sum¬ 
mations, somehow they seem so 
arbitrary.

Shocks and scams 


Ten top queer films of the year

Maribel Verdu, Diego Luna, Gael Garcia Bernal in Y Tu Mama Tambien 


boy. A fight ensues, they part, only 
to meet again on June 4,1989, the 
night of Tiananmen. Due to his 
political ties, Handong is warned 
of the pending bloodbath and the 
danger it presents to Lan Yu. Later, 
as Lan Yu lies sobbing in Han- 
dong’s arms, his tears, shed for the 
death of fellow students and the 
fledgling democracy movement, 
also seal his love for Handong, a 
love tested by their culture’s de¬ 
mand that even gays marry. A gay 
love story becomes a vehicle for 
depicting unsettling times. 

Guardian of the Frontier 

Slovenian director Maja Weiss 
takes three lovely lasses on a canoe 
trip that exposes the pitfalls of fol¬ 
lowing Bambi into the woods, and 
reveals three female takes on sex, 
love and Fascism. Under Weiss’ 
freewheeling style, Alja, Zana and 
Simona become more than stick- 
figure archetypes of the romantic 
would-be writer, the bold lesbian 
temptress, and the cloyingly prud¬ 
ish Catholic schoolgirl. Weiss hints 
at why right-wing leaders find gay¬ 
bashing such an irresistible vice, 
mocks modernity’s shrinking na¬ 
tional borders, and offers a sump¬ 
tuous adult fairy-tale, as finely 
filmed as Deliverance, but more 
fun and far less judgmental. 

The Business of Fancy Dancing 

Sherman Alexie’s second film (he 
wrote the indie hit Smoke Signals ) 
is a huge step up in style and ver¬ 
bal sophistication. Alexie’s hero, 
the ethnically challenged Seymour 
Plotkin, rebels against his fate by 
trading his life on an Indian reser¬ 
vation for a first-rate education at 
a white college; bedding a white 
male lover while performing as a 
poet charged with the dubious 
task of interpreting Native culture 
for the mainstream. Confirming 
Seymour’s view that “living on a 
reservation is like living inside an 
Edith Wharton novel,” Alexie does 
justice to the misunderstood role 
of the writer, and our unease 
about all-American identities. 

The Matthew Shepard Story A 

much-maligned genre, the TV 
biopic, made a curious comeback in 
this made-for-NBC film. Canadian- 
born director Roger Spottiswoode 
(HBO’s And the Band Played On) 
recreates Shepard’s beating at the 
hands of pissed-off rednecks in the 
style of the late Sam Peckinpaw, 
with his blood-drenched brutal re¬ 
alism. This puts Matthew Shepard 
back in the middle of his haunting- 
ly brief, tragic story. 

The movie was produced by 
Goldie Hawn, who enlisted the 
full cooperation of Judy and Den¬ 
nis Shepard. Since the parents did¬ 
n’t witness the crime, it’s logical 
that it be shown in an almost sur- 
realistically horrifying manner, 
like the nightmare you never 
awake from. Shane Meier com¬ 
bines vulnerability with a streak of 
reckless abandon to show Shepard 
as a young man who could delib¬ 


erately take risks to prove to him¬ 
self that he was safe. 

At 24, Meier is one year 
younger and two inches taller than 
Matthew Shepard would have 
been had he lived. He provides an 
almost shocking verisimilitude, al¬ 
lowing us to see beneath the 
media-authored political cartoon 
of Shepard as a Christ-like little 
lamb who died for our sins and 
our political salvation. 

Stockard Channing shines as 
Judy Shepard, wrestling with her 
conscience about whether to seek 
the death penalty for her son’s 
killers. Sam Waterson gives a mov¬ 
ing rendition of a father who 
wakes up, as if from a dream, to 
discover who his famous, now 
dead son really was. 

Igby Goes Down A ferocious 
comedy that serves as an autopsy 
of New York society, a caustic take 
on the sharks who devour the poor 
to get to the top, and then feast on 
each other in order to stay there. 
Kieran Caulkin is a revelation as 
Igby, with a just-growing-out-of- 
waifdom body that looks like it was 
sustained on a diet of heroin and 
truffles. Caulkin projects an almost 
Zen-like cool in a scene where a 
drugged-out girl goes from nod¬ 
ding off in a toilet to collapsing in 
a shower stall, conveying in a mo¬ 
ment what took Leonardo Di- 
Caprio two hours in Basketball Di¬ 
aries. Igby revives the sacred tradi¬ 
tion of cynical boy/men, whose 
true godfather is Salinger. 

Girls Can’t Swim French director 
Anne-Sophie Birot’s first feature 
fleshes out her belief that “adoles¬ 
cence can kill you,” or at least some¬ 
body close to you. Larry Clark 
(Kids) gets a bad rap for his 
“voyeuristic chickenhawkery,” so 
perhaps his unromantic and res¬ 
olutely unsentimental take on 
teenagers who sleep around is more 
appealing bouncing back to us with 
a French accent. The lesbian theme 
in Girb is really a handmaiden to its 
graver concerns about the relations 
between girls and their fathers. 

Far from Heaven Todd Haynes’ 
worshipful remake of Douglas 
Sirk’s All That Heaven Allows be¬ 
comes a tribute to Sirk’s overheat¬ 
ed ’50s cinema of repression, a 
possible Oscar nod for his in- 
house diva Julianne Moore, and 
an unlikely comeback vehicle for 
Dennis Quaid. 

Nine Queens Argentine director 
Fabian Bielinsky’s noirish caper is 
a nifty comedy of bad manners 
which treads firmly if subtly in 
metaphors to his country’s current 
financial crisis. Marcos taunts Juan 
with a seemingly sexual dare in a 
train station restroom. “Would you 
fuck a man for 10,000 [pesos]?” 
“No,” replies Juan, bristling at the 
thought. Marcos raises the stakes of 
the wager, driving home his real 
point. “We’re not fucking faggots! 
We’re fucking investors!” ▼ 


alk to Her Spanish director 
Pedro Almodovar reinvents 
t the buddy flick around the 
premise of two guys caring for two 
comatose women — one gored in 
a bull ring. It both rekindles the 
best of his early dark comedies of 
runaway passion ( The Law of De¬ 
sire), and reaches sublime new lay¬ 
ers of feeling. The silent film-with- 
in-a-film that neatly balances sin¬ 
cerity with parody (sort of The In¬ 
credible Shrinking Man meets The 
Vagina Monologues) is enchanting. 


Y Tu Mama Tambien This Mex¬ 
ican teen sex comedy smashes all 
the conventions of the genre, ig¬ 
noring such American staples as 
pie and super glue, and giving us a 
world of teens whose horny ex¬ 
ploits are brash but not totally 
mindless. A thirtyish woman’s pri¬ 
vate sorrow has a boomeranglike 
quality that pushes the teen heroes 
apart before yoking them together 
in a moment of wrenching pas¬ 
sion. The film is a literal represen¬ 
tation of what American teen 
movies are created to refute. 

Lan Yu Very economical telling of 
an intense affair between a strug¬ 
gling student and a high-powered 
business executive, set around the 
time of the Tiananmen Square 
massacre. Director Stanley Kwan 
deftly substitutes a different politi¬ 
cal subtext, the arrival of a new 
Mandarin class represented by the 
character of Chen Handong. At 
first, Handong is happy merely to 
snatch Lan Yu out of the clutches 
of a rival. Paying for sex, showering 
him with gifts (clothes for sexier 
undressing) seems to inoculate the 
older man from the virus of love. 

One night, Lan Yu shows up at 
the flat unannounced and catches 
Handong playing with a hunkier

Fine art in the Bay Area 2002

n chronological order: 

Dreaming with Open Eyes, 

at the California Palace of the Le¬ 
gion of Honor from February to 
April, painted with broad strokes 
a fascinating view of the lives and 
work of the Dada and Surrealist 
artists from early last century. 

John Waters at Rena Bransten in 
February and March presented 
the art world with a group of 
often outrageous framed video 
stills which reflect his own partic¬ 
ular kind of wacky, movie-fan en¬ 
thusiasm. The work (but is it art?) 
mimicked the filmmaker’s wacky, 
over-the-top campiness on the big 
screen. 

Before the Eva Hesse retrospec¬ 
tive at SFMOMA ended in May, 
thousands of museum visitors 
learned that the little-understood, 
and often brooding, creator of 
dripping rubber sculptures also 
had a fun side, thanks to the dis¬ 
play of her whimsical coiled rope 
works and her colorful drawings. 

Everyman, A Search for Male 
Form at SF Camerawork in May 
and June brought together a fasci¬ 
nating multiple portrait of 
mankind through the works of 
artists who explore the often 
emasculated fin de siecle captured 
image of men in art and society. 

Christian Marclay’s rambunc¬ 
tious Video Quartet more than 
filled the darkened- fourth-floor 
galleries at SFMOMA, from May 
through July. Its rapid-fire images 
on multiple screens of musical 
and movie moments displayed a 
well-honed, faux-camp sensibili¬ 
ty- 

The Robert Koch Gallery revisited 
the work of Edward Burtynsky 

in June. His color photographs of 
an abandoned shipyard showed 
rust being photographed more 
beautifully than ever in Shipbreak¬ 
ing: The Second Voyage. 

Ellsworth Kelly in San Francis¬ 
co opened in July and closes on 
January 5. Visit the top-floor gal¬ 
leries, especially on a sunny day, 
and see vivid minimalist abstrac¬ 
tion at its best. The 22 works are 
now a part of the museum’s per¬ 
manent collection, but they may 


not be presented together this 
completely in the future. 

The Koch Gallery once again filled 
its walls with lyrical, large-scale 
images in September and October, 
this time with the works of British 
photographer David Parker. His 
The Phenomenal World featured 
semi-abstractions of natural rock 
formations, soaring upward from 
a low horizon line to be startling¬ 
ly chopped off across the top of 
the picture plane, or a monolith, 
and a tiny human figure, reflected 
on a hazy body of water.

Footsteps in the Fog - Alfred 
Hitchcock's San Francisco by Jeff

, uthors Aaron Leventhal 
and Jeff Kraft take a micro- 

I scope to Alfred Hitchcock’s 
Bay Area with their large-format, 
trade paperback release, Footsteps 
in the Fog. With a foreword by Pa¬ 
tricia Hitchcock O’Connell, the 
director’s daughter, Footsteps is a 
close examination of Hitchcock’s 
location shooting in and around 
San Francisco. The authors de¬ 
construct every shot of the three 
movies Hitchcock filmed in the 
Bay Area: Shadow of a Doubt 
(Santa Rosa); Vertigo (San Fran¬ 
cisco); and The Birds (Bodega 
Bay): In addition, they catalog Bay 
Area footage that appears in his 
other films: Rebecca, Psycho, 
Marne, Topaz, and Family Plot. 
Thoroughly researched and docu¬ 
mented with hundreds of black- 
and-white photos. Footsteps is a 
valuable contribution to cinema 
history, and the history of the San 
Francisco Bay Area. 

Part of Hitchcock’s fascination 
with San Francisco stemmed from 
the city’s undeniable sense of mys¬ 
tery. Hitchcock and his wife were 
so fond of the Bay Area that they 
purchased an estate in Scotts Val¬ 


ley, located between Los Gatos 
and Santa Cruz, in 1942. As a 
part-time Bay Area resident, 
Hitchcock became intimately fa¬ 
miliar with local geography, and 
used this knowledge to select lo¬ 
cations for his motion pictures. 

Hitchcock altered the terrain to 
suit his needs, combining studio 
shots and inserting mattes when¬ 
ever the actual geography did not 
provide precisely what he wanted. 
This is most apparent in the revi¬ 
sionist landscape of Bodega Bay 
that materializes in The Birds. 
Hitchcock was more faithful to 
San Francisco in Vertigo and to 


Santa Rosa in Shadow of a Doubt. 
Ironically, Santa Rosa did not re¬ 
main faithful to Hitchcock. The 
town he photographed in 1941 
bears little resemblance to the city 
of today due to the extensive de¬ 
molitions that took place in Santa 
Rosa after a 1969 earthquake. 
Many important buildings no 
longer exist, and the street grid of 
downtown was changed with the 
addition of the new buildings. 

Footsteps in the Fog is more a 
reference book than a light read. 
But in this capacity, it should 
equally serve cineastes and preser¬ 
vationists for many years. T

Tallulah Moorehead stars in 'My Lush Life' by Douglas McEwan

- ans of the late, lamented 

- Patrick Dennis’ hilarious Lit¬ 
tle Me, The Memoirs of Belle 

Poitrine will welcome Douglas 
McEwan’s My Lush Life, the auto¬ 
biography of movie star Tallulah 
Moorehead (Kensington, $23). 
Like Dennis, McEwan skewers the 
showbiz memoir genre, and Miss 
Moorehead’s recollections are 
only slightly more outrageous, but 
a great deal funnier, than those of 
real celebrities. 

Take, for example, how Tallu¬ 
lah’s mother learned of her hus¬ 
band’s surname. Mommy and 
Daddy were procreating passion¬ 
ately when she asked what his last 
name was. He moaned the answer, 
and baby Moorehead followed a 
few months later. 

As befitting a- star of silent 
movies who successfully contin¬ 
ued her career in talkies, Tallulah 
worked, with some of the greats, 
including Lillian Gush and Gilbert 
Rolaids. She also had a famous ri¬ 
valry with Mexico’s Delores Del¬ 
gado. Among her marriages (at 
least eight, but despite being only 
a social drinker, the lady suffers 
from periods of alcoholic black¬ 
outs, some of which last years, and 
therefore cannot recall the exact 
number) were those to Boris 
Karloff and Vlad the Impaler. 
(The Karloff family to this day de¬ 
nies that they were ever wed, but 
Tallulah insists it happened.) 



The memoirs were dictated 
from her home on Tumescent Tor, 
high above Hollywood. Tallulah 
discusses her years at PMS Stu¬ 
dios, headed by the legendary 
Louis Thalberg. She talks about 
her starmaking vehicle, Heat 
Crazed, which she filmed as a 
silent and remade as a talkie, and 
some of her other legendary 
movies, including The Phantom of 
the Operetta, Tramp Steamer, 
Adam's Bone, Stewed Prudes, For¬ 
bidden Fruit, The Godawful Truth 
(her first talkie), The Mailman Al¬ 
ways Comes Twice, Bride of the 
Blob, Edgar Allen Poe's The Black 
Pussy, Her!, Babes Behind Bars, 
Single Indemnity, Privates on Dis¬ 
play, Boot Camp Bitches, Abbot 
and Costello Meet She Who Must 
Be Obeyed, Mary Poppers, It 
Sounds Like Music, The Gang’s All 


Banged, and her great comeback, 
vehicle, Who the Hell Killed Baby 
Jane? 

For younger fans who may 
have missed some of these perfor¬ 
mances, she quotes liberally from 
the critics, including British writ¬ 
ers like Simon Coldpeter, who 
wrote of her work in The Human 
Woman, “Tallulah has never been 
more terrifying,” or Havelock 
Beeten-Off, who insisted, “Moore¬ 
head’s latest film is murder from 
beginning to end.” 

Gay divorcee 

Starting with her first husband, 
F. Emmet Knight, Tallulah fre¬ 
quently married gay men, only she 
was unaware of their orientation 
until after the ceremony. But she 
is open-minded about it, as she is 
about the many Hollywood ac¬ 
tresses who were “the merest 
whisper of lesbians.” She also had 
a longtime butch bodyguard/ 
companion known affectionately 
as Major Barbara. 

Sections of these cleverly writ¬ 
ten memoirs are laugh-out-loud 
funny, including Karloff’s reaction 
to Tallulah’s collection of (fake) 
male genitalia, which he discovers 
accidentally and thinks is made up 
of authentic pieces, as it were, sur¬ 
gically removed from her lovers. 
He flees her mansion by jumping 
out of a window, covering his 
crotch while screaming, “You’ll 
never get mine, Devil Woman!” 

Although a knowledge of clas¬ 
sic Hollywood helps the reader 
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appreciate McEwan’s often outra¬ 
geous wit and dazzling puns, it is 
not mandatory. Those with limit¬ 
ed familiarity with stars of the ’20s 
through ’60s will still have fun 
reading these marvelously campy 
recollections. Those for whom the 
age of the great studio system and 
its extraordinary stars is familiar 
fare will relish this re-take on the 
era. 


In a charming acknowledg¬ 
ment at the end of the book, McE¬ 
wan refers to the inspiration he 
has drawn over the years from Lit¬ 
tle Me, and how much he owes to 
Dennis’ genius. This is gracious, 
but he has updated this satirical 
genre, and Tallulah Moorehead 
stands beside Belle Poitrine as 
among the greatest stars who 
never lived, but should have. ▼ 


Sob story

Borrowed Light by Lisa 
Schamess; Southern Methodist 
University Press, $22.50 

T he literary equivalent of a 
rainstorm during your City 
Hall commitment ceremony, 
this slim, depressing debut novel 
packs a ton of misery and unhap¬ 
piness for all of its 174 pages. It’s a 
story about a young Washington, 
DC architect who develops AIDS, 
suffers, then suffers even more 
until he dies — but not before 
both his father and his ex-lover 
shuffle down the hospital hallway, 
heads bowed, to pay their respects, 
hoping for some deathbed for¬ 
giveness. 

David Baum is diagnosed in 
the late ’80s, but it is not until the 
early ’90s that he begins to feel the 
boom of full-blown AIDS. The 
story flashes back to his difficult 
Jewish upbringing in Christian- 
heavy Dallas, Texas, his strained 
rapport with his father, and a 
rocky relationship with boyfriend 
Rich, as they both attempt to re¬ 
store a 19th-century house in 
Dupont Circle. 

While David and Rich are to¬ 
gether and bickering, readers are 
subjected to David’s detailed med¬ 
ical procedures, consisting of the 
harsh treatment for cy¬ 


tomegalovirus, the permanent in¬ 
stallation of a chest catheter, and 
the fevers, vomiting, and general 
malaise that this book over¬ 
whelmingly dwells upon. 

Their courtship eventually 
fails, of course, and several years 
later, David is dying in the hospi¬ 
tal with Rich and his father by his 
side for company and a hand to 
hold. Everything inside him hurts, 
and in the final poetic, three- 
hanky closing chapter, David asks 
himself, “Am I dead yet?” 

Lugubrious books like this in¬ 
duce some harsh questioning: 
What demographic would a book 
like this be marketed to today? Just 
how appealing has a young man’s 
AIDS death-spiral become? There 
are much better AIDS chronicles 
out there, novels that flow with a 
certain authenticity that Schamess 
lacks. 

Though it’s nearly 2003 and 
medical science has developed the 
life-saving cocktail of champions, 
there are Still ashes everywhere as 
AIDS continues to decimate bur 
communities. Borrowed Light 
would have been welcome on 
bookshelves in the early ’90s as an 
alarming, safe-sex-or-else piece of 
prophylactic fiction, but it just 
seems derivative now. We’ve al¬ 
ready been there, and we know 
that kind of pain inside and out. 
Skip this one, it’s not a story for 
us, just about us. ▼

year, but I have to say one of the 
most memorable events was the 
October 26 anti-war march from 
the Embarcadero to Civic Center, 
which was infused with an incred¬ 
ibly lucid sense of community. I 
don’t know that it made a whole 
lot of difference in the long run, 
but it was heartening to find pub¬ 
lic transportation crammed with 
protesters, organizers said 80,000 
of them, heading downtown. The 
energy in that crowd was lucid 
and hopeful. It instilled a sense 
that there’s strength in numbers 
— and I don’t mean buying in 
bulk at Costco. That afternoon 
walk along the streetcar tracks on 
Market, chanting slogans and 
ogling the architecture from new 
angles, was truly invigorating, as 
was hearing John Burton slag the 
Bush Administration at the sunny 
Civic Center plaza. That after¬ 
noon made me happy to live in 
this town again. 

Beyond age 

Okay, there were a few cultural 
offerings that did that as well. Can 
we just say that Christian Marclay’s 
Video Quartet at SFMOMA 
rocked? It was the feel good art¬ 
work of the year that also happened 
to be an exceedingly smart, glori¬ 


ously Cinemascopic musical use of 
digital cut and paste. Like the rally, 
it had appeal beyond age demo¬ 
graphics, a very welcome attribute 
in a culture so perpetually seduced 
by youth. I was a repeat customer, 
and feel proud that the Marclay was 
commissioned by our museum to 
make this masterwork that only 
now is getting its NYC debut. 

This may be a digression, but 
before the year’s over I’m dying to 
go public with my thoughts about 
Paul Thomas Anderson’s Punch 
Drunk Love, a film I feel has been 
seriously misunderstood. I sat 
watching this strange Adam San¬ 
dler vehicle, which critics called a 
sweet, romantic Sandler comedy, 
with a profound sense of alien¬ 
ation and discomfort. In a long 
discussion with a friend after¬ 
wards, it seemed quite plausible to 
interpret its incongruous mo¬ 
ments of violence, fear, rainbow 
psychedelia, and superhuman 
strength as the seriously twisted 
perceptions of a clinically para¬ 
noid fella. Anderson, after all, is 
our most psychologically probing 
director, and the fact that he went 
deep into some unpleasant cor¬ 
ners of our psyche is admirable. 

Even if Punch Drunk is a mixed 
bag, you’ve gotta appreciate its 
daring yet realistic view: These 
days, life ain’t pretty, but it’s got 
the thrills of a roller coaster. Fas¬ 
ten your seatbelts. ▼

omewhere there must be a 
papyrus scroll, or perhaps a 
stone tablet, that contains 
the very first gay erotic fiction. Gay 
erotica seems to have been with us 
for a very long time, and rare is the 
anthology that offers something 
new and refreshing. How many 
variations on the theme can there 
be? Writers and editors in this 
genre have to get some credit for 
creativity and persistence, and 
sometimes they surprise us. For 
example, in recent years, one pop¬ 
ular erotic anthology.series offered 
a volume of lesbian erotica written 
by gay men and a companion vol¬ 


ume of the opposite. These glim¬ 
mers of novelty aside, the bulk of 
erotic anthologies seem painfully 
redundant. 

Cecelia Tan’s Wired Hard 3, at 
least, makes an attempt to offer 
something new. “With a dab of 
fantasy here, a touch t of futurism 
there,” proclaims the cover copy, 
this volume presents gay erotica 
with a science-fiction twist. Given 
that set-up, one can almost hear 
Captain Kirk intoning that we are 
about to “boldly go where no man 
has gone before!” Tan foregoes an 
introduction or afterword and lets 
the stories stand on their own. 

Science fiction, at its best, has al¬ 
ways been a good forum for exam¬ 
ining human behavior and existence 
by way of comparing it to imagined 
alien life forms and cultures. The 
possibilities afforded by the genre 
give its authors creative leeway un¬ 
available in more “realistic” fiction, 
but they also set the bar higher — if 
you have that kind of creative free¬ 
dom, you’d better deliver. 

The stories in Tan’s collection 
tackle a wide array of speculative 



sexuality subjects, and one of the 
most interesting of these is cross¬ 
species intimacy. In Chris Jones’ 
“Hidden Desires,” for example, an 
off-duty starship officer has a po¬ 
litically charged encounter with 
the furred, telepathic, hypermas¬ 
culine denizen of a recently subju¬ 
gated planet. Like other stories 
about human-alien sex, it provides 
an interesting take on the phrase 
“new meat.” Most of these stories 
employ all the familiar tropes of 
classic science fiction: cleverly (and 
sometimes not-so-cleverly) placed 


exposition to explain an interplan¬ 
etary setting or new life fown; 
technical-sounding jargon to re¬ 
mind the reader that they’ve en¬ 
tered the future, and so on. None 
of the writing is all that sophisti¬ 
cated, but if you’re looking for 
simple diversion, it delivers. 

Bulk head 

Michael Huxley’s Fantasies 
Made Flesh is a thick anthology, 
and the copy is densely packed on 
its pages, so there’s quite a lot be¬ 
tween its covers. In his introduc¬ 
tion, Huxley makes the somewhat 
high-minded claim that “a man’s 
most potent erogenous zone is not 
his penis, but rather, his mind,” 
and promises his readers works of 
“diversity and imagination.” Some 
of them live up to that promise 
better than others. These are not 
all short stories. Mark Wildyr’s 
“The Hawk Takes Flight” and Ken 
Anderson’s “The Statue of Pan” 
are novellas, and account for 
much of the book’s bulk. 

Huxley includes a few nonfic¬ 
tion, autobiographical pieces as 



well. He also includes four poems, 
including Ian Ayres’ “Allen Gins¬ 
berg Gave Great Head” (couldn’t 
he have come up with a better 
title?) Ayres’ poem comes complete 
(as it were) with a photo taken 
“mere moments after Ayres’ fanta¬ 
sy was made flesh,” as the caption 
states. There’s also a poem by 
Antler, the Cher of gay writers, who 
achieved fame in the early ’80s with 
his book-length poem Factory. The 
writing in Fantasies Made Flesh is 
uneven, but at least it delivers more 
bulk for your buck. ▼

The naked truth

Paul Cadmus - The Male Nude, by 
Justin Spring; Universe Press,

II he late Paul Cadmus did not 
want to be known as a “gay 
artist,” but rather as an artist 
who happened to be gay. When he 
died in 1999 at the age of 94, he 
left behind a significant body of 
work, mostly in the form of high¬ 
ly finished drawings rendered in 
colored crayon on paper. Author 
Justin Spring keeps the focus sole¬ 
ly on Cadmus’ male nudes in his 
current release, a coffee-table 
tome with 120 illustrations (70 in 
full color). It is an evocative work 
which shows the technical skill of 
the artist, as well as the unapolo- 
-getic homoeroticism of work pro- 
duced.at a time when homoeroti¬ 
cism was verboten. 

Cadmus began drawing male 
nudes in the early 1930s, in a style 
that owed much to Italian Renais¬ 
sance painting. But contemporary 
artists like photographer GeoTge 
Platt Lynes and choreographer 
George Balanchine encouraged 
Cadmus to explore the male form 
without reservation. At a time 
when abstract expressionism was 
the style of the day, Cadmus re¬ 
tained his classical approach, 
making his male nudes both anti¬ 
quated in their figurative presen¬ 
tation and radically controversial 
in their overtly erotic nature. His 
1934 painting “The Fleet’s In!” de¬ 
buted in an exhibition of Public 
Works of Art Projects at the Cor¬ 


coran Gallery in Washington, DC. 
Then-Secretary of the Navy Henry 
Roosevelt had the painting re¬ 
moved from the exhibition, and 
the succes de scandale made Cad¬ 
mus famous. 

As a painter, Cadmus painted 
with egg tempera, and the high de¬ 
gree of difficulty working with this 
material resulted in a relatively 
small output of paintings. His 
drawings in pencil and crayon 
were more prolific, and his prima¬ 
ry models were his lovers Jared 
French (1930s) and Jon Anderson 
(1964-99). Cadmus, the man, 
cherished his privacy, and retained 
a certain antipathy toward gay ac¬ 
tivism for his entire life. An artistic 
purist, in 1992 Cadmus declined to 
give permission to Tom of Fin¬ 
land’s biographer, F. Valentine 
Hooven, who wanted to reproduce 
“The Fleet’s In!” for his Tom of 
Finland retrospective. Although 
supportive of Hooven’s efforts, 
Cadmus declined the tribute be¬ 
cause he felt Tom of Finland’s male 
figures offered only sexual titilla- 
tion without the balancing effect 
of “love and friendship.” Yet there 
is no denying that Cadmus’ work 
clearly anticipated the more exag¬ 
gerated sexuality that flourished at 
the end of the last century. 

Cadmus, a classicist and an 
iconoclast to the end, remained 
committed to his realistic portray¬ 
al of the male form, in all its glory. 
In Paul Cadmus - The Male Nude, 
Justin Spring captures the re¬ 
strained elegance of the Cadmus 
oeuvre with an informative narra¬ 
tive exposition and an abundance 
of beautiful images. T

Best classical opera and dance of the year

Expressed through the body 


The year in modern dance in the Bay Area 


M nyone who has been read- 
jm ing me in the Bay Area Re¬ 
arm porter or other local publi¬ 
cations this fall knows what I’m 
going to say next. The Best and 
Worst of 2002 operatically were 
contained in the same event: the 
San Francisco Opera’s American 
stage premiere of Olivier Messi¬ 
aen’s Saint Francois d'Assise. 

It was the 75-year-old compos¬ 
er’s only opera, and nobody knew 
how to tell him to put a sock in it. 
If you’ve ever heard Verdi’s or 
Wagner’s or Strauss’ first operas, 
you’ll understand why Saint Fran¬ 
cois was partially a bummer. Mes¬ 
siaen was a great composer, and 
two scenes particularly, the em¬ 
brace of the Leper, and the Angel 
demonstrating God’s power 
through music, are as musically 
mind-blowing as anything I’ve 
ever heard in an opera house. My 
scalp is still tingling. 

Yet about half of the rest of it 
was as tedious and academic as 
watching paint dry, or birds poop, 
to use Messiaen’s own image. The 
same goes for the gray, static, Eu¬ 
rochic production that only came 
to life when the electric blue, punk 
Angel (Laura Aikin) and the mad¬ 
dened Leper (Chris Merritt) did 
their thing. Do I blame anyone for

this? No, not any more than I 
blame anyone when I am bored by 
Dialogues of the Carmelites, until 
the last scene makes me glad I 
came. 

Great things from Cal Perfor¬ 
mances in Berkeley, who once 
again delivered Mark Morris, in 
“Kolam” (with Yo-Yo Ma’s Silk 
Road Project) and “Foursome,” an 
all-male dance that made me sus¬ 
pect that if every choreographer 
declared his sexual preference up¬ 
front the way Morris did long ago, 
and then forgot about it, the male 
pas de deux would be a regular, 
necessary, humanizing part of 
dance. And we would all be better 
for it. 

At San Francisco Opera, we 


had two almost totally fine pro¬ 
ductions, Ariadne auf Naxos and 
Kat’a Kabanova (except for Kat’a’s 
body being hauled off in a Weber 
barbecue); two that had powerful 
moments -— Hansel and Gretel 
(the magical dream sequence with 
the 14 fat chefs and trout-headed 
butler) and Alcina (see the DVD 
on Arthaus Musik for a close-up 
video explanation of what was im¬ 
possible to make sense of on the 
huge War Memorial Stage); and 
one revival ( Turandot, late in the 
season) that was rip-roaring fun. 

There were also some individ¬ 
ual performances that rank with 
the best in the last decade, starting 
with Aikin’s Angel, Karita Matti- 
la’s Kat’a, Laura Claycomb’s Zer- 


binetta, Ruth Ann Swenson, David 
Daniels and Bejun Mehta in the 
summer’s Giulio Cesare, Vladimir 
Galouzine’s intelligent Otello, Au¬ 
drey Stottler’s Turandot, and Alice 
Coote’s Ruggiero in Alcina. In fact, 
I give Coote, who is vocally and 
physically the sexiest cross-dress¬ 


er I’ve ever seen in opera (could 
we survive her Octavian?) top nod 
as Debut of the Year. 

Small gems 

At the San Francisco Ballet, the 
heat was down this season, but it

None of the aforementioned 
will ever rival the San Francisco 
Ballet, in terms of a luxurious 
headquarters, $100 tickets, or an 
opera house at their disposal. But 
the smaller groups have the great 
freedom to offend, to be gay, to 
experiment and fail, and to politi¬ 
cize. That’s why we should look 
for their concerts at the smaller 
venues, and why we must support 
them. 

Memorable images in 2002 in¬ 
cluded the quirky swans in the 
Swedish Cullberg Ballet’s Swan 
Lake, a very modern, psychologi¬ 
cal version of a warhorse ballet; 
Circo Zero’s aerialists falling, over 
and over again, in a chilling replay 
of the World Trade Center night¬ 
mare; two “disabled” dancers in 
Axis Dance Company’s season re¬ 
moving their prostheses, and then 
crawling toward each other in a 
pool of light, as if heading for 


love. 

There was amazing hi-tech 
lighting on display in Helikopter 
and a set of movable earth- 
mounds used to dramatic effect in 
Rite of Spring, both by Ballet 
Preljocaj, visiting from Southern 
France. Joe Goode has become 
Professor Joe at UC Berkeley, in¬ 
corporating some of his whiz kids 
into his new company pieces. At 
Yerba Buena, he continued to 
push the edge between theatre 
and dance. 

The satisfaction of watching 
well-made modern dance and 
heartfelt, accomplished perfor¬ 
mance will continue to confuse, 
inspire and create an intimate the¬ 
atrical experience that, much 
more than classical ballet, exists as 
a prayer toward humanity, an ex¬ 
pression of hope expressed 
through the human body. We 
need that, now if ever. ▼

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dance over here would be “low 
budget.” If only the same cachet 
that has recently popularized the 
film and music world’s “indepen¬ 
dent” and “alternative” efforts 
would extend to dance, perhaps 
this art form would have its due. 
On the other hand, media atten¬ 
tion and money might spoil it. 
Better to keep modern dance as 
the secret art form. 

In San Francisco, 2002 looked 
even more dismal than usual for 
modern dance, with the closing of 
the Theatre Artaud venue, the 
demise of the Butoh Festival, and 
the continued slashing of any 
available grant money. Even the 
major local presenters scaled back 
their dance offerings. 

The good news is that artists 
who are used to being marginalized 
are always down, but never out. 
They retreat, regroup and return, 
like wildflowers after a long 
drought. May it rain in 2003! In 
fact, local artists have been seen 
hovering on the edges, waiting for a 
place and time to perform, the right 
moment to re-emerge. Sara Shelton 
Mann has begun to rebuild her 
amazing group, Contraband; Keith 
Hennessy is back after a European 
sojourn in cirque nouveau. Others, 
like Krissy Keefer, with her band of 
wild women, and Kathleen Herms- 
dorf, one of the most respected in¬ 
dependent choreographers and 
teachers in town, are certain to be 
working on new projects. Some 
companies, ODC, Lines Ballet and 
Joe Goode, have learned to play the 
funding game as well as they dance, 
but also continue to attract talented 
dancers and present interesting 
projects.

Life after ‘Gods’ 


Bill Condon scripts new film, ' Chicago'

D oes winning an Oscar for 
best script make your work 
any easier? Director Bill 
Condon, who got one in 2000 for 
his screenplay to Gods and Mon¬ 
sters, which he also helmed, has 
had his ups and downs since. A 
project of gay short films, includ¬ 
ing one by him, fell through, and 
his Bess Meyerson biopic has yet 
to see the light of day. But his lat¬ 
est big effort, the screenplay for 
Rob Marshall’s film version of the 
1975 Kander-Ebb-Bob Fosse mu¬ 
sical Chicago, is a go, and will 
probably find him hitting pay dirt. 

The auteur, reached at New 
York’s Essex Hotel, was sweet, 
charming, and forthright. Con¬ 
don’s screenplay for this new pic¬ 
ture is a far cry from his multi- 
award-winning meditation on the 
life and final days of gay film di¬ 
rector James Whale. He says his 
Chicago script allowed him to 
hone his craft. “It’s like writing 
haiku, you have to get everything 
into the smallest number of 
words. But that’s true with every 
screenplay.” 

This one is also his first musi¬ 
cal, set in the Windy City at the 
end of the Jazz Age. Condon says 
he started it in June 2000, and it’s 
“54 minutes: 54 minutes musical, 
and 54 minutes book.” The story, 
which centers on the murderess 
Roxie Hart (Renee Zellweger), is 
told through the “musical num¬ 
bers which play out in her head. 
The characters are seen as partly 
presenting themselves, and partly 
presented by how she perceives 
them.” 

It’s, a novel approach, but one 
you’d expect from a piece first di¬ 
rected by the inventor of the “con¬ 
cept musical,” Bob Fosse, of 
Cabaret fame. Condon’s treat¬ 
ment, which he worked out with

still yielded Balanchine’s beguiling 
Jewels, which will only improve as 
the company gets used to its stylis¬ 
tic difficulties, and Yuri Pos- 
sokhov’s Damned, his gift to the 
departing Joanna Berman. This 
Medea ballet not only offered 
Berman a plum dramatic part, but 
was musically stunning in its use 
of Ravel’s “Pavane for a Dead 
Princess.” 

Dancewise, I also loved the Bol¬ 
shoi Ballet’s Swan Lake, even 
though the touring production 
was cheap and tacky, because we 
just don’t see bravura dancing on 
that level often enough. I was also 
taken with Pascal Rioult’s Wien, 
one of the better pre-WW II ballets 
(up there with The Green Table), in 
which a swirl of dancers abstractly 
suggests the coming horrors of 
Nazism to Ravel’s “La Valse.” 

Finally, though they weren’t 
technically on my BAR beat, I sim¬ 
ply adored Baz Lurhmann’s 
Broadway La Boheme (secret: I got 
to hear the really good cast, not 
just the one anointed on opening 
night), and Michael Tilson 
Thomas’ insanely successful at¬ 
tempt at Rimsky-Korsakov’s Tech¬ 
nicolor opera-ballet Mlada, with 
the San Francisco Symphony play¬ 
ing divinely, and ballerina Evelyn 
Cisneros appearing as a vampishly 
imperious Cleopatra. (Don’t ask; I 
couldn’t explain it if you had a gun 
at my head.) ▼ 


of valentine to wisecracking back¬ 
stage-musical types like Eve Arden 
and Rosalind Russell. The screen¬ 
writer notes that we’ve had “over 
75 years of making celebrities out 
of almost everybody.” He made 
the trial scenes up-to-date by hav¬ 
ing them be more about DA Har¬ 
rison, who here resembles OJ 
Simpson’s star attorney Johnny 
Cochran. 

Condon remarks, with some 
amazement, that Bill Clinton’s ex¬ 
girlfriend Gennifer Flowers is cur¬ 
rently packing them into a club in 
New Orleans’ French Quarter. So 
nothing seems to have changed. 
Roxie wants to be a star, and so, it 
seems, does everyone else in this 
media-driven age, where nothing 
matters but fame. I remind Con¬ 
don that a certain turn-of-the- 
century lady who had an affair 
with a President was roundly 
praised for her memoir. So maybe 
we’ve gone backward, maybe we’re 
really “Victorian” now. Chicago lets 
us go back to 1926, prime and very 
entertaining turf. ▼ 


director Rob Marshall, tried to 
stay faithful to the original direc¬ 
tor’s vision. Roxie Hart, after all, 
yearns to be a big-time performer, 
so having her version of reality 
play out in her head as an alter¬ 
nate, fantasy one was a natural 
way to go. Condon says that “the 
aim was to stay pretty true to the 
musical, with a slightly more real¬ 
istic version of the book [or dia¬ 
logue, with story] scenes,” though 
in the trial scenes, with “a deli¬ 
ciously over-the-top Richard Gere 
[as lawyer Billy Flynn], reality 
plays with fantasy in a way that’s 
completely new to the movie.” 


Fresh blood 

Condon notes that the stream¬ 
lining of most of Chicago’s scenes 
had to do with Marshall’s obses¬ 
sion with pace. His dialogue here 
is full of snappy repartee. (Flynn’s 
line to Roxie: “This is Chicago, 
kid. You can’t beat fresh blood on 
the walls.”) Condon’s script, re¬ 
plete with cartoonish characters 
and highly stylized scenes, is a sort 
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fiuto Crotico

The joy of time and a fake schnozzola

P he hours are ticking by for 
v Michael Cunningham, and 
he doesn’t seem to mind. 
Possibly because'Michael and his 
psychoanalyst-lover of 15 years, 
Ken Korbett, have a new home in 
Provincetown right next to the 
Norman Mailers. Then there’s his 
early novel, A Home at the End of 
the World, with a screenplay he 
wrote, going into production in 
March, thanks to Killer Films. 
They’re the folks who gave us Far 
From Heaven and Boys Don’t Cry. 
And then there’s the new book 
he’s in the midst of writing. It’s 


composed of three novellas about 
Walt Whitman. 

Oh, did we forget to mention 
The Hours? That’s the opus that 
won this once-struggling artist the 
1999 Pulitzer Prize for Fiction and 
the PEN/Faulkner Award. And, 
yes, that’s the tome that’s now 
been made into a critically ac¬ 
claimed film starring Meryl 
Streep, Julianne Moore, and 
Nicole Kidman, with direction by 
Billy Elliot’s Stephen Daldry. 

The rather intricately struc¬ 
tured work interweaves the lives of 
three saturnine women from three 
different eras. The mentally de¬ 
pressed Virginia Woolf (Kidman) 
is hard at work on her novel Mrs. 


Caper chase 

'Catch Me If You Can'

eonardo DiCaprio has 
grown up right before our 
Itel eyes (he grew four inches 
filming This Boy’s Life). Remem¬ 
ber not being able to pronounce 
his surname? The other day, an 
NPR announcer called him 
“Leonard” DiCaprio, as if to prove 
that, even in America, you can 
never be too famous. He’s cursed 
with a beauty beyond “cuteness.” 
Like his co-star in What’s Eating 
Gilbert Grape, Johnny Depp, Leo 
is usually prettier than his leading 
ladies. Like Cary Grant, who had 
his share of “gay” rumors, the job 
of being Leo shadows the sum of 
his great film parts, the vacuum he 
fills as a screen lover hiding his 
true gift, the physical timing and 
verbal skills of a great comedian. 

DiCaprio sheds 12 years and 
20 pounds to play a real ’60s New 
York teenager in Catch Me If You 
Can. He regains his girlish figure, 
and it’s late in the film before the 
first serious lovemaking requires 
exhibition of an upper body a 16- 
year-old boy could only dream of. 

He plays Frank W. Abagnale, a 
young man who impersonated an

airline co-pilot, a doctor, and an 
attorney before falling into the 
clutches of Tom Hanks’ FBI man. 
It’s a while into the film’s second 
act before DiCaprio and unlikely 
comic foil Hanks share the screen, 
but the moment is electric, and 
suddenly, we’re caught up in the 
kind of caper comedy that’s been 
dead since The Sting, and from 
Steven Spielberg yet. ▼ 


Now playing. 



Dalloway. That covers the ’20s. In 
the ’50s, the distraught Laura 
Brown (Moore) is feeling stifled 
by playing at being the perfect 
wife and mom. When not baking 
a cake, she’s reading Mrs. Dal¬ 
loway. Then, in the present time 
period, Clarissa Vaughn (Streep), 
a lesbian who’s been nicknamed 
“Mrs. Dalloway,” is in the midst of 
throwing a party for her one-time 
lover, a gay male poet (Ed Harris) 
now dying from AIDS. Surpris¬ 
ingly, both the book and the film 
are far from downers. 

Now that it’s reaped a slew of 
Golden Globe nominations and 
numerous “one of the 10 best 
films of the year” mentions, Cun¬ 
ningham can laugh at the idea 
that The Hours might have failed 
big-time on screen. 

Calling from his New York City 
abode, he notes: “Everyone is well- 
advised to be nervous that his film 
may turn into The Bonfire of the 
Vanities. But this felt good right 
from the start. One of the under¬ 
standings [producer] Scott Rudin 
and I had before I agreed to any¬ 
thing was that David Hare would 
write the screenplay. So I knew 
immediately that I was putting 
The Hours into the hands of a 
hugely talented writer. And then I 
just waited to see what he and 
everyone else would do with it. It 
turns out my trust was well- 
placed.” 

Nose it all 

Cunningham’s trust that Kid¬ 
man could be transformed into 
Virginia Woolf with a fake nose 
was equally well-placed. “I actual¬ 
ly was there the day they tried the 
nose on her the first time,” he re¬ 
calls, “and I of course loved the 
nose. Everyone was a little bit ner¬ 
vous, understandably, about 
whether it would look real. A fake 
nose is fine as long as it never ever 
for one second looks like a fake 
nose. If it ever, ever looked like a 
prosthetic, it would just destroy 
the whole movie. But they gam¬ 
bled and won, and I love Nicole 
for being willing to be differently 
beautiful as Woolf. People don’t 
even know it’s Nicole. She’s bril¬ 
liant, isn’t she? I love her anyway, 
but this was a huge leap for her as 
an actor.” 

What’s this bit in The Gay and 
Lesbian Literary Heritage about 
Cunningham having qualms over 
the years about being known as a 
“gay writer?” 

“I don’t know if I would say 
that I don’t consider myself a gay 
writer,” the author explains. “I 
hope I never put it in just exactly 
those terms. I consider myself a 
gay man who writes, and it mat¬ 
ters about as much and as little 
that I’m a white man, an Ameri¬ 
can, a member of the upper-mid¬ 
dle class. All these things have a 
huge effect on what I write, but 
they’re not the overriding, distin¬ 
guishing characteristic. And I am 
a little tired of a separate gay liter¬ 
ature, though there was a real 
need for it for awhile. But now I' 
feel like we have grown beyond it. 
Tt seems just about as pointless to 
separate the gay books in a book¬ 
store as it does to separate the 
books written by women from the 
books written by men.” 

As for current queer lit, Cun¬ 
ningham opines that “the state of 
gay literature is neither more nor 
less than the people writing about 
gay people at any given time. It 
seems like it’s in good shape at the 
moment. There are some great 
books out there, ranging from At

Swim, Two Boys, which is sort of 
an epic book that links the gay 
struggle with the Irish struggle, to 
this year’s winner of the National 
Book Award, Three Junes, by Julia 
Glass, who is a straight woman 
who wrote beautifully about the 
lives of gay men.” 

So, with all this success, does 
Cunningham have any fears about 
the future? “I’m always worried 
about my next book,” he admits, 
“but not really in terms of its re¬ 
ception. You just can’t worry 
about that. I decided with the un¬ 
expected success of The Hours that 


if years of obscurity didn’t deter 
me, it would be really silly to be 
deterred by success. And it would 
be equally silly to try to produce 
the same book over and over 
again. Or to try to produce anoth¬ 
er book that would be loved the 
same way The Hours was loved. I 
think that’s one of the ways suc¬ 
cess can kill a writer. You want to 
be loved, and you want to be loved 
more and more. You can’t work 
that way.” ▼

Jack splat 

A muted'About Schmidt'

A clock ticks dff the last sec¬ 
onds of a man’s worklife, 
maybe his only real life. 
Looking like a man who’s just 
watched the dying embers of his 
acting reputation pass before his 
eyes at an awards ceremony, 
thanks to hambone roles like 
“Heeere’s Johnny” in The Shin¬ 
ing, Jack Nicholson inhabits the 
part of Omaha, Nebraska insur¬ 
ance man Warren Schmidt like it 
was the last lifeboat off the Ti¬ 
tanic. 

If you haven’t caught Nichol¬ 
son acting his heart out before 
Sean Penn’s cameras in gritty fare 
like last year’s underappreciated 
The Pledge (as another guy pushed 
into retirement against his will), 
this minimalist “Jack” may seem 
out of sync. The woman playing 
Schmidt's wife looks like a real old 
lady, not the kind of babe Jack 
would be living with. This insight 
is neither a cheat nor a cheap joke, 
but a hint that About Schmidt con¬ 
cerns a man who slowly discovers 
that the last 42 years of his life 
have gone horribly awry. 

Unlike director Alexander 
Payne’s previous social comedies, 
Citizen Ruth and Election (with its 
wacky lesbian schoolgirl subplot), 
About Schmidt takes its time find¬ 
ing its comic tone. The humor in 
the first half is distinctly muted, 
until Schmidt hits the road in a 
35-ft. motor home (imagine a very 
buttoned-down older Desi in The 
Long Long Trailer going out in 
search of his Lucy) and the laughs

slowly build. 

For all the Oscar buzz about 
Nicholson, Cathy Bates nearly 
steals the second half of the film 
with a lusty portrait of a woman 
who breastfed her son and has 
similar plans in store for Schmidt. 
Glimpses of Nicholson falling out 
of a waterbed like a beached 
whale, or being spoonfed soup by 
the cagey Bates as if they were re¬ 
making Misery as a farce, are alone 
worth the price of a ticket.
